weapons to

WASHINGTON (AP) - An es­ 
timated $5 billion in American- 
supplied 
weapons, including 
hundreds of planes, helicopters, 
tanks, artillery pieces and naval 
craft, were lost to the Communists in 
the collapse of South Vietnam, the 
Pentagon says. 
The newly declassified report 
provides the first publicly detailed 
breakdown of the captured hardware 
since Hanoi’s forces took over South 
Vietnam in spring of 1975. By itself, 
the list constitutes an entire army, 
air force and navy 
The gear includes 430 utility 
helicopters, 36 larger Ch47 Chinook 
helicopters, 73 F5 fighter planes, 113 
A37 light bombers, 36 A1 bombers. 90 
transport planes and 212 mis­ 
cellaneous aircraft. 
The Pentagon put the number of 
naval craft lost at 940, most of them 
patrol and river-warfare vessels 
The inventory also included 550 
tanks,* 1,200 armored personnel 
carriers, 1,330 howitzers and self- 
propelled guns. 63,000 antitank 
weapons, 47.000 grenade launchers 
and 12,000 mortars. 
A total of 1.6 million rifles, in­ 
cluding 791,000 M16s, were listed, 
along with 15,000 machine guns and 
90,000 pistols. 
The North Vietnamese also in­ 
herited a mountain of 130,000 tons of 
ammunition, 42,000 trucks and 48,000 
radios. 
The Pentagon said the captured 
equipment may have deteriorated 
from climate and weather conditions 
in South Vietnam. Nor does the list 
“ take into account the degree of 
damage inflicted upon portions of the 
equipment left behind by retreating 
Republic of Vietnam forces during 
the final days,” the report said. 
Defense spokesmen told Congress 
some time ago they thought about $2 
billion worth of the equipment was in 
serviceable shape when the North 
Vietnamese took over.

ST. SIMONS ISLAND, GA. (AP) — 
Jimmy Carter, after naming the 
staff that will help plan his transition 
to the presidency, is ending his five- 
day vacation at a secluded wooded 
retreat here. 
Carter and his entourage planned 
to return to Plains, Ga., today 
aboard a chartered commercial 
jetliner, not the presidential jet that 
brought the Carter family here last 
Saturday. Carter felt that it would be 
a waste to use two planes when one 
would do, press secretary Jody 
Powell said. 
Carter told reporters Wednesday 
the vacation gave him a chance to 
rest and do his homework for the 
four-year job that lies ahead. He said 
it also afforded him an opportunity to 
“ get reacquainted with my family 
after the long campaign. 
Powell announced the names of the 
top members of the transition staff, 
most of whom worked on Carter's 
campaign. 
SU11 heading the staff is Jack 
Watson Jr., an Atlanta lawyer who 
has been laying the groundwork for 
the transition since last summer. 
The staff director under Watson 
will be Barbara Blum, an Atlanta 
businesswoman who was Carter s 
deputy campaign director. 
Starting Wednesday, the staff will 
work out of a fifth floor suite of of­ 
fices in the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare at the foot of 
Capitol Hill. 
Powell also announced that Presi­ 
dent Ford has offered Carter pre- 
inauguration office and living space 
in a restored brownstone home on 
Lafayette Square across from the 
White House The house has been 
designated by Congress for the use of 
former presidents. Ford himself is 
expected to use it when he leaves of­ 
fice Jan. 20 
< 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Signal Corps 
is installing a sophisticated global 
communications center in Plains for 
Carter’s use as President.

CMC c onfe re nc e ta k e s dim v ie w 
of Ca rte r's e c onomic polic ie s

Economists at Claremont Men’s 
College Wednesday took a rather 
dim view of President-elect Jimmy 
C arter’s projected economic 
policies. 
At a special conference on the 
campus entitled 
“ Econom ic 
Implications of the Election, 
John 
Rutledge, associate director of the 
center for Applied Financial 
Econom ics Center of CMC, 
predicted a bleak economic picture 


beyond 1979. 
The economist said the next two 
years will bring lower unemploy­ 
ment, reduced inflation and a 
moderate rate of expansion to the 
U.S. economy. 
But after that, Rutledge predicts 
higher government spending, rapid 
inflation, and possibly wage and 
price controls. 
In discussing Carter, Rutledge said 
“ If I had a major worry, it would be 
that Mr. Carter’s economic advisers 
tend to be scientists, people who 


tiiink experimentally about things. 
“ I think they could do a lot of 
harm.” 
The prediction of moderate growth 
during the next two years is based on 
what the center economists see as 
forces now at work in the economy, 
including a tight money supply that 
has inhibited inflation and the 
current expansion of the economy. 
Rutledge added that the Federal 
Reserve has kept a close watch on 
monev-supply growth 
“ This has set the stage for a 3 to 4 


per cent inflation rate for 1978 and 
1979.” he said. “ In effect, inflation 
has already been cooled for Carter.” 
A James Meigs, AFEC’s director, 
told conference members that the 
nation’s current economic expansion 
was firmly established despite the 
current slowdown, and that this 
would tend to reduce unemployment. 
The economists are predicting a 
drop of unemployment from its 
current 7 9 per cent to about 6.5 per 
cent in 1978. 
While the nation s gross national 


product declined by 1.7 per cent after 
inflation adjustment in 1975, the 
AFEC forecast predicts a rise by 
about 6.2 per cent this year. 
The economists predict a further 
growth of the national product in 
both 1977 and 1978 of 4.4 per cent and 
4 3 per cent respectively. 
Rutledge said inflation, as it is 
measured by the consumer price in­ 
dex. will probably rise to 7 per cent 
or more in 1979 when the impact of 
Carter's expansionary policies begin 
to be felt

DETROIT (AP) — Seven-year-old 
Laura Denomie and 35 other children 
had just started their English lesson 
in Betty McCaster’s first-grade 
class. A man entered, exchanged a 
few words with the teacher, then 
pulled a gun 
“ Miss McCaster was screaming,” 
Laura recalled later. “ (She) reached 
her hand out and tried to push the 
gun away but bullets hit her and she 
fell back against the table ” 
Miss McCaster. 46. was fatally 
shot in the head Wednesday in her 
classroom at Burt Elementary 
School on Detroit’s northwest side 
“ We were screaming, and we all 
ran out of the room,” Laura told 
police. “ He shot her three or four 
times from this far away,” she said, 
indicaUng a distance of about five 
feet. 
Hours later, police arrested Miss 
McCaster’s estranged husband, Al J. 
Lewis. 46, on open charges They 
said they would seek a first-degree 
murder warrant against him today 
Police said Lewis had a history of 
psychiatric problems 
Most classes were canceled for the 
rest of the day at the school, where 
Miss McCaster had transfered only 
three weeks ago because, police 
said, she was afraid of Lewis. 
Her sobbing pupils fled the scene 
and clustered in a first-floor classr 
room. Their parents waited anx­ 
iously in the corridor while police 
tried to piece together the 
youngsters' confused stories of what 
happened. 


As the youngsters were released 
one by one, their parents hurried 
them home 
Police and school officials said a 
man had come to the school, inquired 
where Miss McCaster's classroom 
was, and entered it just as she began 
an English lesson. 
Pupils said the two exchanged a 
few words before the man pulled a 
gun. When Miss McCaster told one 
child to go to the principal’s office 
for help, the children said, the 
gunman became infuriated. 
The Detroit Free Press reported in 
today’s editions that Lewis had for 
the past two months been trying to 
get public school officials to fire his 
ex-wife. Lewis called the newspaper 
several times, claiming he could 
prove Miss McCaster had stolen 
school equipment 
‘ 
The newspaper said Lewis called a 
reporter Monday and said he had 
signed himself into Doctors Hospital 
and expected to be there three 
weeks. A hospital spokesman 
refused to say what kind of treat­ 
ment Lewis had. He signed himself 
out Tuesday night. 
School principal Wilbur Klein said 
Miss McCaster’s husband, whom he 
knew slightly, had come to the school 
a few days ago and demanded to see 
his wife The principal said he told 
Miss McCaster, but she refused to 
see Lewis. 
A fellow teacher, Mrs. Ollie Trot­ 
ter, said Miss McCaster told her a 
week ago she was going to the courts 
to seek protection from her husband 


Postal service urging 
earlier Yule mailing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fearing 
that a United Parcel Service strike 
may^eventually cause a letter jam, 
the Postal Service is asking the 
public to mail Christmas packages 
and cards earlier than usual this 
year. 
The Postal Service on Wednesday 
moved up by one week the mailing 
deadlines it previously had suggested 
for Christmas mail. The new rec­ 
ommended mailings are Dec. 3 for 
domestic parcels and Dec. 10 for 
Christmas letters and cards. 
The Postal Service said it “ is com­ 
pelled to ask the public to mail even 
earlief than normal” because its 
mail volume has been increased 
vastly by the UPS strike in 15 eastern 
¡and southern states. 
The mail agency said in a state­ 
ment that its parcel volume has 
more than doubled in the area from 
Maine to South Carolina during the 
eight-week-old strike 
If the strike 
continues into the normally heavy 
Christmas mailing season, which 
begins after Thanksgiving, the 
Postal Service would face an un­ 
precedented burden. 


Parcels now take several more 
days than usual to be delivered in the 
strike area, Kenneth Lynn, Postal 
Service director of distribution 
systems, said in an interview. First 
class letters are experiencing very 
slight delays, he said. 
The Postal Service has added 6,200 
temporary workers

WASHINGTON (AP) — For the 
first time since records have been 
kept, more children were born out of 
wedlock last year in the nation s 
capital than were bom to married 
women, the city’s human resources 
department reported Wednesday. 
The National Center for Health 
Statistics here said Washington is 
the first major America n city where 
sha t ha s o ccurred. 


City officials reported that 4,988 
children were bom to unmarried 
women in the District of Columbia in 
1975, compared with 4,758 bom to 
married women. 


Officials said 57 per cent of all 
children born to blacks in 
Washington last year were born out 
of wedlock, while 12.9 per cent of 


WASHINGTON (AP) - “ In many 
small towns, $44,600 (the current 
congressional salary) sounds like a 
good deal of money,” Peter G.

“ There is no doubt that the anti- 
Washington attitude the Carter cam­ 
paign ran on is very powerful,” 
Peterson said during the final day of 
the panel’s two-day hearing on pay 
raises for the top executive, judicial 
and legislative personnel. 
Wednesday’s testimony presented 
the other side of the pay-raise ques­ 
tion Tuesday, the commssion heard 
several witnesses recommend hefty 
raises of about 50 per cent for top 
government executives, congres­ 
smen and federal judges. 
The top personnel levels have had 
just one 5 per cent raise since 1969, 
they noted, and it is becoming dif­ 
ficult to attract able people because 
private sector salaries are much 
higher. 
Peterson’s commission w ill 
recommend pay raises to President 
Ford. He wiU include the amounts he 
deems appropriate in the fiscal 1978 
budget he will submit to Congreas in 
January. 


La (AP) - “ 1 did 
what I had to do,” says a mother 
whose son was sentenced to 99 years 
in prison for armed bank robbery 
after she helped authorities catch- 
him. 
“ (I did) what I thought was best, 
and it’s nobody else’s business,” 
Rosemary Francis said Wednesday. 
Her son, Jerry Paul Francis, 18, 
and an accomplice, Preston George 
Demouchet, 24, were sentenced in 
District Court on Wednesday for a 
bank robbery last May in which a 
teller was shot. 
The teller, Beverly Shauffe, was 
alone when the bandits arrived at the 
St. Martin Bank & Trust Bank in 
rural Parks. They forced her to lie on 
the floor, police said, and before 
leaving, one of the men shot her in 
the head with a .38-caliber pistol. She 
lies now in a nursing home, unable to 
move or speak. 
“ If he did that, I had to turn him 
in,” Mrs Francis said. “ If he did 
that, he was liable to do something 
else worse, and I ’d rather turn him in 
than have him lying dead in the 
streets. ’ 
Police got on the trail of the ban­ 


dits quickly. A photograph of them, 
taken by an automatic camera at the 
bank, was published in the news­ 
paper here and Mrs. Francis 
recognized one as her son and went 
to police. 
Since then, she said she has gotten 
hostile telephone calls from people in 
this town near the Gulf Coast west of 
New Orleans. 
“ People have been calling me all 
hours of the night, sometimes 2 
o’clock in the morning, and calling 
me dirty for turning him in,” said 
Mrs. Francis. “ I'm the one that’s got 
to live with what I did, and 1 don t 
see why it’s bothering them.

told a ju dge in 1963. “That 
is all there is to it. I want 


to get it o v er with as soon 
as I can.” 
After Mongers death, 
fu rther ex ecu tio ns were 
held u p while the U.S. 
Su preme Cou rt rev iewed 
the constitu tionality of the 
death penalty . The co u rt 
ru led that it constitu ted 
cru el and u nu su al pu nish­ 
ment as it was being ap­ 
plied, bu t last su mmer it 
declared that new state 
laws req u iring death for 
specific crimes cou ld be 
constitu tional 
Monge. a 48 -y ear-o ld 
insu rance salesman, con­ 
fessed to blu dgeoning his 
wife and three of their 10 
children to death on Ju ne 
28, 1963. He said he wou ld 
hav e killed the o ther 
children, bu t was stopped 
when his last v ictim, a 6- 
y ear-old son, startled him 
by cry ing ou t, “ Daddy , 
daddy ” 
Monge first v oiced his 
wish for q u ick ex ecu tion in 
the Denv er co u rtro o m 
where he was tried When 
mention was made of his 
repeated assau lts on one of 
his 
dau ghters. Mo nge 
ju m p e d to his fe e t 
demanding immediate ex ­ 
ecu tion. 
Bu t fou r y ears passed be­ 
tween the trial and his 
death.

Gets wis h from court 
death by firing squad 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Gary 
Mark G ilm o re , a co nv icte d 
m u rderer who asked the Utah 
Su preme Cou rt to let him “die like a 
man.“ will face a firing sq u ad Mon­ 
day barring appeals for a second stay 
of ex ecu tion. 
The ex ecu tion, schedu led for 8 
a m. on the Utah State Priso n 
grou nds 20 miles sou th of here, wou ld 
be the first in the United States since 
Lu is Jo se Monge died in a Colorado 
gas chamber on Ju ne 2, 1967. There 
are more than 400 men and women 
awaiting possible ex ecu tion on Death 
Rows acro ss the nation. 
Retiring Gov . Calv in L. Hampton, 
a su pporter of capital pu nishment 
said he wou ld stu dy Gilmo re's case 
and issu e a statement today . 
The go v erno r can stay an ex ­ 
ecu tion u ntil the nex t meeting of the 
State Board of Pardons. That wou ld 
not be u ntil two day s after Gilmore is 
schedu led to die. 
Gilmore, wearing handcu ffs, white 
prison garb and red-white-and-blu e 
te/mis shoes, told the fiv e Su preme 
Cou rt ju stices Wednesday : 
“I believ e I was giv en a fair trial, 
and I think the sentence was proper, 
and I’m willing to accept it like a 
man and wish it to be carried ou t 
withou t delay .” 
The ju stices, in a 4-1 ru ling, then 
v acated a stay they had granted 
Monday by a 3-2 v ote and agreed to 
let Gilmore be shot on schedu le. 
“The stay of ex ecu tion heretofore 


granted is withdrawn and v acated 
and any appeal filed on behalf of 
G a ry G ilm o re is d ism isse d 
fo rthwith,” the cou rt said. 
Gilmo re’s role in the case left 
gro u ps opposed to capital pu n­ 
ishment in an awkward position Bu t 
Shirley Pedler, directo r of the Utah 
chapter of the American Civ il Liber­ 
ties Union, said her grou p was con­ 
sidering at least two possible lines of 
last-minu te appeal. 
She said one was to appeal the con­ 
stitu tio nality of the Utah law to the 
U.S. Su preme Cou rt, which ru led 
earlier this y ear that capital pu nish­ 
ment was not inherently u ncon­ 
stitu tional 
The o ther possibility , she said, was 
to ask the co u rts to forbid u se of tax 
money to pay for an u nconstitu tional 
ex ecu tion 
Each of fiv e v olu nteer members of 
the firing sq u ad wou ld earn $175. 
Michael Esplin. a cou rt-appointed 
lawy er who filed an earlier appeal 
with the Su preme Cou rt and was 
fired by Gilmore, warned that the 
ju stices may not accept a new ap­ 
peal against Gilmo re’s wishes 
Bu t he said that lawy ers for other 
Death Row inmates might still seek 
a stay in federal cou rts if the ju stices 
decline to accept the Gilmore case in 
its present state 
The possibility of still other litiga­ 
tion leading to a stay was raised by 
Dav id Kendall, an ex pert on capital 
pu nishment for the National Associa­ 


tion for the Adv ancement of Colored 
People. 
Kendall said there were repo rts 
that Denis Boaz, Gilmore s new 
California lawy er, was a writer as 
well as a lawy er and might hav e a 
co ntract to write abou t the case. 
This, he said, might represent a con­ 
flict of interest. 
If the co u rts refu se to reconsider 
the case, a stay wou ld then be u p to 
the Board of Pardons 
Wednesday ’s hearing was on a mo­ 
tion by Depu ty Atty . Gen Ro bert 
B. 
Hansen, who had asked for a rev er­ 
sal of the stay of ex ecu tion o rder. 
Hansen said the issu e was 
“whether the law with respect to this 
appeal is to be made by the 
legislatu re or this co u rt sihce Utah 
law does nbt prov ide an au to matic 
appeal for capital crimes. 
“My client u nderstands his ab­ 
solu te right to an appeal, bu t he does 
not wish to take it.” replied Boaz 
“This is not a su icide pact or 
perv erse death wish. 
“Mr. Gilmore has been adju dged 
responsible for his act and has made 
peace with himself He wishes to 
die like a man ” 
Bu t Esplin in a telepho ne in­ 
terv iew after Wednesday 's decision 
said he thinks a su icide motiv e “is a 
v ery real possibility for Gilmore s 
recent behav ior 
Esplin said the conv ict once told 
him, “ If they don’t do it. I’m going to 
do it my self I'm not going to spend 


the rest of my life in priso n.” 
Gilmore, who wou ld be 86 on Dec 
4. was conv icted of first degree 
mu rder for fatally shooting Bennie 
Bu shnell, 25, last su mmer du ring the 
robbery of a Prov o motel. Gilmore 
said he ordered Bu shnell to lie on the 
floor, pu t a pistol to his head and 
pu lled the trigger. 
Gilmore, who had been on paro le 
since April 9 from an Illinois prison, 
has spent 18 y ears in prisons for rob­ 
bery , car theft and assau lt. 
He also is charged with the fatal 
shooting the night before Bu shnell s 
death of * a Brigham You ng Univ er­ 
sity law stu dent who worked as a 
part-time gas station attendant 
Utah State Prison Warden Samu el 
W Smith said he has had no shortage 
of v olu nteers for the firing sq u ad, 
which was last u sed in 1960 to ex ­ 
ecu te James W. Rodgers for the 
mu rder of a fellow miner 
Utah giv es condemned prisoners a 
choice between hanging and the fir­ 
ing sq u ad, the latter a su rv iv al from 
territo rial day s and Mo rmo n 
adherence to the biblical tenet of 
blood atonement. Gilmore has said 
he prefers to be shot. 
Gilmore’s ex ecu tion wou ld be the 
39th in Utah by firing sq u ad. 
At one point du ring Wednesday ’s 
hearing. Gilmo re's lawy er asked his 
client if he was prepared to die. 
“Not at this v ery moment, bu t I’m 
ready to accept it nex t Monday 
morning at 8 a m..’’ Gilmore replied.

logging near R edwood National Park w ill give the state 
time to seek congressional action on a possible solution to 
the logging problem, officials say. 
“ It gives us some breathing room. 
Taylor M iller, as­ 
sistant secretary of the state R esources Agency, said 
Tuesday of the decision last week by Areata R edwood Co. 
to suspend R edwood Creek logging through the winter. 
M iller said R esources Secretary Claire Dedrick w ill 


seek congressional hearings next year on a three-part 
proposal. 
“ All three parts have to go together if she is to continue 


to support action by Congress" on the 58.000-acre park in 
f 


)el Norte and Humboldt counties, M iller said. 
The three points are; 


-Expansion of the park to make it a manageable park 


unit. “ Quite apart from the issue of logging, it is com­ 
pletely incompatible land use to have a supposedly 
tranquil park area with ... reverberating chain saws and 
trucks nearby,” M iler said. 
He said “ no amount of regulation on on-going logging 


can fullv satisfy the concerns of all the people’ who find 
logging along Hied wood Creek “ an insult to the senses. 
Hearings should determine whether enlarging the park 


is a viable solution. M iller said. “ We want arguments for 
and against and have a decision There has to be a final 
determination Maybe we re just whistling in the wind, 
but we w ill do all we can to get it resolved 


He said it is “ clear we can't resolve it” through the 


Forest Practices Act of California, which he said is 
“ inadequate because it is hard to address the gut issue, 
should redwood be cut at all?” 
-Employment and the economy of the region “ If 


Congress decides to add to the park (and the result would 
be more unemployed loggers and timber processors) 
there should be some federally funded economic pro­ 
gram for the county, which already has high unemploy­ 
ment.” M iller said. 
-Protection of the “ Tall Trees Grove,” including the 


world s tallest known tree, which is 367 teet high Erosion 
upstream from the park has caused sediment to raise the 
creek bed as much as 15 feet in some areas, and five feet 
near the tall tree grove in the last 10 or 15 years 


Loggers say above average rainfall has caused the ero­ 
sion but the state feels “ significant 
factors include 


logging, road building and the clearing of land for grazing 


“ We want to cope with the risk to the tall trees, not 


establish who is at fault,” M iller said. 
Only six per cent of the land in the creek basin is left 


outside the park and logging it would “ add small, 
marginal risk to the toll grove,’’ he said “ We re not 
proposing to add it to the park just for the purpose of 
protecting the redwoods. That would not be justified. 
“ But in making sense, it s justified. Because (if logging 


were to continue) 50 years from now we'd have the same 
incompatible situation.” 
He said the state isn’t leaving it all up to the federal 


government. State regulations w ill be used to ensurt 
further logging won't endanger the park 


A conclusion is expected soon. M iller said, on negotia 


tions that began last winter between the National Park 
Service, the U.S. Justice Department, the state attorney 
general’s office and three companies. 
The goal is a procedure to have the logging plans of Ar­ 
eata R edwood, Louisana Pacific and Simpson Timber 
companies evaluated at least two years into the future. 
“ The Park Service would have an early look at the 


plans” and relieve the strain on the state regulatory 
process, he said.

Both General Motors and Chrysler Corp. have an­ 
nounced record high profits for the third quarter o 
this year. The only reason Ford Motor Co. did not 
join the happy group is that it was the target ot a 28- 
<Jay strike by the United Auto Workers. 
What it means to the first two companies to use 
the words of their own spokesmen, is that there is 
“ no reason” for a strike against them. Their record 
profits indicate they should be able to meet the 
same workers' demands as Ford did. 
Plain common sense would seem to dictate that 
there was no reason for a strike against Ford in the 
first place. Its profits were also good, up to the 
strike. But that’s water over the dam, and no doubt 
Ford will begin recouping its lost sales. 


Now all this is fine and dandy for the auto com­ 
panies and their workers. But the car-buying public 
w ill foot the bill for this new boost in the incomes ot 
both. 
Even though the public is already paying an 
average of $326 more for a 1977 model. Chrysler 
chairman John A. Riccardo, whose company has 
been selected by the UAW as its next target, does 
not rule out another price increase later in the 
model year. 
One can’t help wondering, though, what would 
have happened if the UAW and the companies had 
gotten together and announced that in view of the 
industry’s healthy profit picture, the union had 
decided to renew the old contract and the com­ 
panies in turn were voting a dividend to the public 
in the form of lower prices. Or almost as welcome, 
the same prices. 
This would have im m e d ia te ly low ered 
everybody’s cost of living, have spurred sales even 
more and eventually maybe have generated enough 
new profits to enable the companies to reward their 
workers with a bonus later on. 


Back in the world of reality, of course, we know 
that workers and management, in the auto industry 
or any other, do not consider themselves to be 
members of the same team. They are antagonists. 
Nor are they exactly overwhelmed by any sense of - 
responsibility toward the larger public. 


As we said, this is fine, so long as the public is 
willing and able to pay ever higher prices for the 
product produced. 


One can’t help wondering, however, whether the 
automobile industry, and those who are employed 
by it, are not setting themselves up for a fall some­ 
day even worse than the one they experienced dur­ 
ing the oil embargo and energy crisis. 


System can 
be beat 


The Social Security tax goes up again January 1. 
That is, the taxable wage base will be increased 
from the present $15,300 to $16,500. 


Even though the tax rate itself will not change, 
everyone earning more than $15,300 w ill pay more 
in Social Security. The maximum tax for those 
whose earnings will be equal to or greater than the 
$16.500 base will be $926.25, or $70.20 more than in 
1976 
But it s still possible to beat the system, so to 
speak, according to Washington Report, a publica­ 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 
The Chamber notes that as of the end of 1974, 
some 8,300 of the more than 30 million Americans 
collecting Social Security benefits were 100 years 
old or older. Presum ab ly, most of these 
centenarians have been collecting benefits for 35 
years or longer, far and above what they con­ 
tributed to the system while they worked 


Thus the moral is that no matter how high the 
Social Security tax goes, you'll come out ahead if 
you live long enough. 


We intend to try, anyway.

Unified School District teachers 
have been offered a 7.2 per cent 
salary increase for the current 
school year. Since early this year 
when that offer was made, the per 
cent increase, the amount of the in­ 
crease — in other words, money — 
has not been an issue in any part of 
the delay in negotiations, the parents 
boycott, or the teachers walkout. 
Since that salary increase is the 
largest of any school district in the 
area, don't you wonder why the 
teachers found it necessary to 
overwhelmingly (90 per cent to 10 
per cent) reject the contract offered 
by the school board'’ 
Call any teacher, school board 


member, superintendent, or prin­ 
cipal and you can verify that “ it is 
true” that money has not been a fac­ 
tor in the long delay in arriving at a 
new contract for this school year 
Yes, teachers believe there are other 
issues more important than the per 
cent salary increase and many, 
many parents are in full agreement 
with the teachers on these other is­ 
sues. 
“ It is true“ that the exorbitant 
salaries and the huge per cent salary 
increase of the administrators 
should be an issue with the com­ 
munity. Why do the administrators 
merit a larger dollar increase than 
teachers? The school board in­ 
creased the superintendents’ 
salaries by a larger percentage than 


the offer made to the teachers 


Why should the superintendents 
have an expense allowance in addi­ 
tion to their exorbitant salaries? 
After all. they are getting paid 
almost as much as the governor of 
California Why has the board been 
spending extravagant sums of money 
on remodeling offices when students 
and teachers have insufficient books 
and materials and safe conditions 
are not maintained in the school 
buildings? “ It is true” that it would 
be more accurate to direct indigna­ 
tion over the issue of money at the 
administrators.

Sometimes life seems to be one continual alarm 
clock. Never a gentle gait — but always at a dog­ 
trot to meet those deadlines. It seems that dawdling 
along or staring into space is a waste of time — but 
many great men have known the wisdom of taking 
time to allow their minds to amble, to drift from 
thought to thought. This is sitting idly on the 
sidelines and fishing quietly in the mind for solu­ 
tions to problems. 


Silence and deep thought have great creativity. 
The mind has time to lay aside the brittle aggres­ 
siveness that makes up the usual routine. Even 
physical weariness passes and the goal ahead isn t 
so tar in the distance. WiUiam Mathews said: 
“ Knowledge is acquired by study and observation, 
but wisdom comes by opportunity of leisure. 
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WASHINGTON — Some awkward 
questions have been raised about the 
huge campaign chest that House 
Democratic leader Thomas “ Tip' 
O'Neill has accumulated to fuel his 
drive to become the next Speaker. 
In past columns, we have reported 
that the big-boned Bostonian has 
raised over a quarter of a million 
dollars ostensibly to help his 
Democratic colleagues with their 
election campaigns 
But his real 
objective has been to boost his own 
campaign for the Speaker s chair 
He has spread the boodle around to 
key Democrats, whose support he 
sought. Some had no serious opposi­ 
tion and. therefore, no real need for 
campaign cash. 
Now we have learned that 
generous sums were lavished on his 
associates not to help them win elec­ 
tions but to wine and dine them, 
repair their cars and buy them gifts. 
What this amounts to is an old- 
fashioned, jack leg political cam­ 
paign. one that might not go over so 
well with the newcomers to Congress 
who have been elected in this new 
age of political morality The voters 
returned all but three of the 98 
freshmen from the last Congress 
who sought reelection. They will be 
joined in January by 60 new House 
members. 
They aren’t likely to be as tolerant 
as the old-timers of O’Neill s loose 
use of cash to curry political support 
Thus the money he has distributed to 
gain the Speakership may backfire 
and cause him to lose it. 
O’NeiUs own vouchers reveal that 
he has raised $267,870 since 1972. He 
has spent over $23,000 of that amount 
on car repairs, expensive meals, par­ 
ties, gifts and unitemized air fares. 
At least $11,549 was shelled out to 
wine and dine O Neill's friends and 
associates in such fashionable 
eateries as the “ 1789.“ an exclusive 
French restaurant in Washington's 
Georgetown section; the Wayside

Inn, a posh place in Chatham, Mass., 
and Duke Ziebert s, a Washington 
restaurant patronized by the 
capital’s social elite 
One entry, for example, reads: 
“ Duke Zeibert’s, working dinner 
with U.S. Representatives, $264 70 
A “ party for Democratic Con­ 
gressmen. delegates and friends at 
the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion” cost $3,543.36. 
Over $6,400 was spent on un­ 
itemized air fares. Another $5,140 
went for gasoline and repairs to 
automobiles owned by O'Neill s staff 
employees, payments to members of 
his staff, Christm as cards, 
Christmas greeting ads in new 
spapers, donations to Cardinal 
Cushing memorial dinners and party 
favors for friends, including 50 silver 
champagne buckets. 
Footnote A spokesman for O’Neill 
said only that “ all expenses are

EMBARRASSING BLUNDER - 
The embarrassed bosses of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service mistakenly 
gave confidential information on a 
major tax investigation earlier this 
year to the people who were under 
investigation 
The blunder may im peril a 
delicate investigation, the biggest of 
its kind in history, of tax evaders 
who conceal their money in secret 
Bahamian bank accounts. Here s 
how it happened 
A defendant in the case, Chicago 
attorney Burton Ranter, asked to see 
the files the IRS had on him. Under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 
American citizens are entitled to see 
their own federal files. But informa­ 
tion about current investigations, of 
course, cannot be released. 
Yet Kantor received 90 pages of 
secret documents, which set forth

the strategy and progress the tax 
agents were making on the tax haven 
investigation. It was a dreadful mis­ 
take. a spokesman told us. 
At least two House subcommittees 
got wind of the missent papers and 
demanded an explanation IRS of­ 
ficials stewed for more than a month 
over how to answer the subcommit­ 
tees. They decided to stonewall 
“We do not believe that our inter­ 
nal notes and memoranda should be 
furnished to the (subcommittees)’ 
wrote assistant commisssoner S B 
Wolfe to commissioner Donald Alex­ 
ander's right-hand man, Thomas 
Glvnn. 
Then the Los Angeles Times 
learned that the IRS was stalling the 
subcommittees. The newspaper s in­ 
quiries spurred the IRS into sudden 
action. Nervous IRS offficials rushed 
their delayed responses up to Capitol 
Hill. 
Glynn acknowledged to us that the 
Los Angeles Times’ inquiries caused 
the IRS to “ scurry around 
and 
gather the explanations that the sub­ 
committees had requested The in­ 
tent was to deliver it to Congress, he 
admitted, before the story appeared 
But the IRS messenger found no 
one in the offices of the House Ways 
and Means Oversight Subcommittee. 
The staff was meeting in another 
room upstairs. So the messenger left 
the material next door in the office 
of Rep. James Haley, D -Fla., who 
was unauthorized to receive It. The 
same material was delivered, 
however, to the House Commerce, 
Consumer and Monetary Affairs sub­ 
committee. 
Among all the explanations 
prepared for Congress was a con­ 
fidential memo, which declared that 
the tax haven probe could be en­ 
dangered by the IRS's blunder. This 
embarrassing memo was never sup­ 
posed to have been sent to Capitol 
Hill 
It was. the IRS concluded, 
another dreadful mistake

Sacramento scene 
Threats to a 
free press

Those who think that the cries of d an ger to 
freedom of the press are overstatemen ts b y alar 
mists would do well to note the mcreasmg attention 
gwen the subject of regulation of the med ia b y legal 
scholars Only last week this colu mn reported on a 
tengthvarticle in the Santa Clara Law Review deal- 
ing with the doctrine of •Right of Access to New­ 


spapers." 
Written by Civil Liberties Union lawyer Michael 
Garv Chatzky and William E ric Robinson, it held 
that government policy to foster commerce •‘must 
be reaffirmed as swiftly and promptly an d decisive- 
Iv as possible if our society is to b e as contem­ 
porary in its exchange of thoughts as it is in the ex­ 
change of products.” 
That article pointed to the growth of "one- 
newspaper cities" in the U.S. and discussed the 
•monopolistic 
influence” of 
"newspaper cor- 
porations.” 
In an earlier article by an editor of the Stanford 
Law Review, Abbott B Lipsky Jr . compares the 
regulations of radio and TV by government with the 
lack of interference with the printed media. 


He notes that the publishing business “ is the only 
organized private business that is given explicit 
constitutional protection.” He seems to infer that 
either the same protection should be extended to 
the electronic media or the regulations exercised 
over that should apply to the printed media For he 
savs “ It is a short step from this view to the 
proposition that any organized business whose prin­ 
cipal function is to convey expression, information 
and opinion, ought also to be accorded the same 
constitutionally protected status as the publishing 


industry.” 
Both Chatzky and Lipsky discuss the few cases 
which have come before the U.S. Supreme Cour 
The earliest was the 1943 challenge of FCC regula­ 
tions by NBC in which the court upheld the licensing 
regulations on the grounds of limited access to 
broadcast channels. The next challenge, 25 years 
later, was that of Red Lion Broadcasting Co. In that 
case the court again upheld FCC regulations 
holding that the right to reply was not an uncon­ 
stitutional interference with editorial discretion 


But in the Miami Herald case the Supreme Court 
struck down a Florida statute which required new­ 
spapers to afford the right of reply to individuals. 
Upsky notes the conflict between the two decisions. 
“ . . . it is disturbing that the court was willing to 
ignore the consequences of editorial regulation — 
the increase in cost and corresponding reductions in 
incentives to include material triggering the access 
or fairness obligation — in the broadcast fiold, 
while making these consequences one of the explicit 
grounds for decision in the print field, 
he writes. 
While observing that the evolution of newspaper 
technology has led to one of the most important 
sources of news, the local newspaper, being dis­ 
tributed quite sparingly, he scotches somewhat the 
view that this creates a monopoly. “ Newspapers 
face significant competition from radio and televi­ 
sion, national-distribution weeklies and monthlies, 
and a wide variety of neighborhood newspapers, 
trade journals, and pamphlets and flyers addres* 
ing particular events and issues. ” 
“ Given current uncertainty over the degree of 
control which a local monopoly newspaper posses­ 
ses in determ ining the views reaching its 
readership, the court is justified in preventing 
direct government interference in the editorial 
process,” he states. 
Nevertheless, Lipsky concludes that “ the broader 
purposes of free expression have come into conflict 
with the express policy embodied in the first 
amendment. . . ” He adds that “ Since the 
free expression would be as thoroughly frustrated 
by complete avoidance of government regulation of 
the media as they would be by complete g °ver^ 
ment control, a sensible way of balancing the 
benefits and dangers must be found?' 
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To those Southerners who 
protested that Jimmy Carter is “ too 
liberal” — now he can point to the 
numbers and prove that he had to be.

In the big cities and in the almost

turned out. Ninty percent of them 
voted for Carter. In black precincts 
in Alabama, Carter won 20-to-oneJ 
And Carter owes his political life 
to George Meany who mobilized the 
big city vote. Of course he has to con­ 
sider Meany’s wishes in making ap­ 
pointments and in the establishment 
of Administration policy. 
But again, to those Southerners 
who have protested ever since 
Carter was governor of Georgia that 
he’s “ too liberal” — he now can 
point to the closeness of the numbers 
and prove that any less liberal and 
he’d never have made it 


And winning is the name of the 
game. 
Now what about the loyal op^ 
position'’ What about the future of 
the GOP? Must it become more 
liberal — or less? 
Carter believed that he could not 
be any further to the right and win - 
and he won. 
Mr. Ford believed that he could not 
be any further to the right and win - 
and he lost. 
So the conservatives in the GOP 
are now insisting that President 
Ford was wrong; that Reagan would 
have made the difference between 
victory or defeat — in either the No. 
1 or No. 2 position on the ticket. 
Now if Carter — as President — is 
pulled further to the philosophical 
left by his ties to labor and to 
minorities, it would seem inevitable 
that the GOP must pull further to the 
right in order to justify the next con­ 
gressional election two years from 
•now. 
But Carter could fool everybody. 
He has tried to reassure conser­ 


vative friends that he is one of them 
— that his deference to liberalism 
was required by the realities erf 
politics. 
Presumably, once the highest of­ 
fice was his he could revert to being 
himself 
How he conducts his office — and 
the degree of success with which he 
administers our foreign and 
domestic affairs — will dictate the 
Republican response. 
If Carter proves to be the 
moderate he has privately described 
himself to be — then the GOP in 1980 
will react less vigorously — will be 
less likely to “ go to extremes 
And 
that would seem to favor the can­ 
didacy of a John Connaliy or a James 
Thompson. 
But there is another distinct GOP 
possibility. 
In 1980 — should the country by 
then want a tested and proved alter­ 
native to Carter — the couniry s best 
bet and the party’s most likely might 
well be the man who served the 
Presidency with such dignity for the 
past two years

Diabetes' effect on 


D EAR DR 
LAM B — I am a 
female. 23 years old. 5 feet 2 and 
weigh 110 pounds. I have diabetes 
which is now being controlled by 
diet. 
1 have been reading about diabetes 
and trying to learn all 1 can but I 
can t find anything concerning a 
diabetic pregnancy. I have two 
children and would like to have 
more They were all right as they 
were born before this disease 
developed 
I am worried that the fetus might 
not recieve proper nourishment and 
am apprehensive about any com­ 
plications that might occur during 
delivery. I don’t know if it would be 
safe to nurse the new baby or not 
Please give me some information on 
this subject. 
DEAR REA D ER - Your diabetes 
is mild or you would not be able to 
manage it with diet alone 
That 
decreases the likelihood that you will 
have any problems with another 
pregnancy, tn any case anyone with 
diabetes who is pregnant should have 
very careful monitoring during the 
pregnancy. The need for insulin is 
usually decreased during the first 
tri-mester of the pregnancy, and 
returns to about the same require- 


ment during the last two tri mesters 
In your case that should mean that 
you can sail through the pregnancy 
without the problems that more 
severe diabetics have 
Your baby may be larger than 
usual as often happens in diabetic 
mothers 
Sometimes that causes 
some difficulties in delivery 


The baby will not be malnourished 
if you do not develop complications 
during pregnancy. Remember that 
the baby will have its own insulin 
forming glands. In fact these are 
sometimes enlarged at birth, produc­ 
ing an excess amount of insulin, if 
the mother is diabetic. This 
sometimes requires giving the new­ 
born baby extra glucose by vein for a 
time until the insulin-forming glands 
regress to normal The glucose pre­ 
vents the newborn baby from having 
low biood sugar problems. 
The complications from diabetes 
are increased in the mother as a 
result of pregnancy It depends a lot 
on whether the diabetes is the 
• juvenile type” beginning in 
childhood or the "adult onset type 
And it depends upon how severe it is. 
Many diabetic women, particular­ 
ly if the disease is of long standing. 


pregnancy 


are especially prone to toxemia of 
pregnancy, with fluid retention, high 
blood pressure and other harmful 
consequences That is one reason a 
d iab etic m other needs to be 
monitored carefully throughout her 
pregnancy. 
Obviously diabetic women can and 
do have normal children 
You 
already had the underlying cause of 
your diabetes during your first two 
pregnancies even though the disease 
was not advanced to the point it 
could be diagnosed.

M r s . 
S o m m e r was 
responding to the punish­ 
ment handed down Tues­ 
day to John Kremer. driv­ 
er of a car that plowed into 
a group of teen-agers last 
spring, killing eight of 
them. Her son. Kenneth, 
was one of the victims. 
Kremer, a 21-vear-old 
meat cutter, was spared a 
prison term by a judge who 
felt Krem er would be 
punished enough by having 
to ‘ live with” the ac­ 
cident. He had pleaded no 
contest to one count of 
vehicular homicide during 
a 
half-hour tria l 
in 
Municipal Court. 
Judge James Myers sus­ 
pended Kremer s driver's 
license for one year and 
fined him $300 for court 
costs. He’ll be able to drive 
to and from work after 30 
days 
I don t think anything 
can be gained from time in 
jail.” Myers said. “ You 
have created your own jail, 
one you will have to live 
with the rest of your life. I 
think that is an adequate 
penalty.” 
Mrs. Sommer said she 
agreed with the judge. “ I 
felt sorry for the boy — 
that he had to be the victim 
of something like that,” 


she said. “ He made one 
mistake and he's paid 
dearly for it.” 
Kremer first pleaded in­ 
nocent to eight counts of 
vehicular homicide, one 
count of failure to obey a 
stop sign and failure to 
stop at an assured clear 
distance ahead. But when 
a ll but one count of 
vehicular homicide were 
dism issed, he pleaded 
guilty. 
Maximum penalty for 
the single charge — a first- 
degree misdemeanor — 
was a jail term of six 
months and fine of up to 
$1,000 or both. 
The eight teen-agers 
were standing along the 
road at an intersection 
March 7 after getting out 
of their automobiles to 
decide where they would 
head next in their celebra­ 
tion of a basketball vic­ 
tory.

Kremer’s car came over a

“ There's no question left 
that Kremer failed to stop 
at the stop sign and failed 
to maintain clear dis­ 
tance,” Judge Myers said.

Amphetamines 
ban urged by 
doctors' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Amphetamines should be 
totally banned because 
their dangers far outstrip 
their ability to promote 
weight loss, several doc­ 
tors told a federal panel. 
The drugs, known by 
nicknames like “ speed, 
and " u p p e r s , " were 
prescribed 25 million times 
in 1975 for weight loss, the 
doctors told a Senate sub­ 
committee headed by Sen 
Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis. 
Nelson has already let it 
be known that he favors 
banning the drugs. 


“ There is no question 
that there is far more 
harmfulness from the use 
of amphetamines than 
benefits,” said Dr Lester 
Grinspoon of the Harvard 
M e d ic a l 
School 
in 
testimony Tuesday. 


Dr. James J Nora said 
some 
p o t e n t i a l l y 
dangerous drugs like birth 
control pills filled a press­ 
ing social need and justi­ 
fied their use There is no 
pressing need for ampheta­ 
mines, he said. 
Grinspoon said most 


studies showed 
that 
patien ts 
who 
take 
prescribed amphetamines 
generally show a quick in­ 
itial weight loss. But he 
said that is usually the case 
with any weight loss 
program because the 
patient is enthusiastic and 
dedicated at the beginning. 
He said amphetamine 
users, when they stop tak­ 
ing their pills, often feel 
depressed. They eat to 
make themselves feel bet­ 
ter and often gain back 
more weight than they 
originally lost. 
Prolonged use of the 
drugs can result in psy­ 
chosis, panic and confu 
sion, the doctors said 
Some inconclusive studies 
have linked amphetamines 
to birth defects. 
The doctors testifying 
said there was little 
likelihood that a legal ban 
on amphetamines would 
eliminate them from the 
scene. 
Undergro un d 
ch em ists can easily 
produce them for sales to 
students and truckers and 
other users who want the 
pills to help stay awake

1RS to release rulings 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice will soon be making 
public all the thousands of 
tax rulings it issues each 
year, although the 1RS will 
not identify the corpo­ 
rations or individuals in­ 
volved. 
In the past, the 1RS 
revealed most rulings only 
to its agents or to corpora­ 
tions and taxpayers who 
sought guidance on a 
specific tax issue. 
The House Ways and 
Means Committee, which 
w rote the d isc lo su re 
requirement into the new 
tax law, expressed concern 
that “ the private ruling 
system has developed into 
a body of secret law known 
only to a few members of 
the tax profession.” 
“ A d d itio n a lly , 
the 
secrecy surrounding letter 
rulings has generated 
suspicion that the tax laws 
m ay be used by ttie 
‘influential’ to their advan­ 
tage, and that the tax laws 
are not being applied on an 
even-handed basis,” the 
committee said. 
The new d isc lo su re 
policy is expected to begin 
by March 


The IRS handles about 
30.000 rulings a year. Half 
involve routine changes in 
accounting periods and 
methods. The rest are sub­ 
stantive interpretations of 
tax laws made in response 
to queries from taxpayers 
and from IRS auditors or 
agents working on com­ 
plicated cases. 
Traditionally, where the 
IRS felt a ruling or piece of 
technical advice was of 
general interest, it made 
its position public in a for­ 
mal ruling without iden­ 
tifying the parties in­ 
volved. It did that 626 
times in 1974. The rest of 
the rulings it kept secret. 
One controversial letter 
ruling cam e in In ter­ 
national Telephone & 
Telegraph C orp.'s 1969 
merger with the Hartford 
Fire Insurance Co. The 
IRS ruled that Hartford's 
stockholders did not have 
to pay taxes on the ap­ 
preciated value of their 
stock in exchanging it for 
shares of IT&T. 
In 197 4, following atten­ 
tion focused on the merger 
by opponents, the IRS 
changed its mind and ruled 
that the shareholders 


would have to pay taxes 
that IT&T estimated would 
cost them $30 million. The 
issue is still being disputed 
by the company. 
Congress was also prod­ 
ded into action by a suit 
brought by Tax Analysts 
and Advocates, a nonprofit 
research institution. 


A fe d e r a l co u rt in 
Washington. D C ., ruled 
last year that the letter rul­ 
ings were public informa­ 
tion and ordered the IRS to 
make public ail letter rul­ 
ings. including the names 
of the parties involved, is­ 
sued since passage of the 
Freedom of Information 
Act in 1967. 
But the court ruling 
never took effect The new 
law makes it moot. 
The new law generally 
requires deletion of the 
names, but Jam es S. Bvme 
of Tax Analysts said he 
feels that will not be a 
problem. 
“ On the big cases we

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
A consumer group es­ 
timates that the typical 
American family will save 
$42 per year as the result of 
a Federal Power Com­ 
mission ruling. 


The FPC refused this 
week to make electric and 
gas customers pay the con­ 
struction costs of new 
power plants and pipelines 
before those facilities start 
delivering service. 


The FPC action does not 
reduce 
u tility rates. 
Instead, it blocks an in­ 
crease that would have 
resulted if the FPC had 
followed 
the industry’s 
urging to let power com­ 
panies include in their 
rates the cost of power 
plants still under construc­ 
tion. 


The commission permit­ 
ted electric utilities to 
charge consumers for the 


costs of facilities that are 
being built to reduce en­ 
vironmental pollution or to 
convert oil or natural gas- 
burning power plants to 
other fuels, primarily coal. 


The com m ission es­ 
tim a te d 
that 
this 
allowance would increase 
wholesale electric rates 
about 1 or 2 per cent in the 
next few years. 


' Consumers 
eventually 
pay for new facilities in 


their electric rates but 
only after the facilities are 
completed and in service 
A citizens group called 
Environmental 
Action 
Foundation estimated last 
March that the utilities’ 
proposal would increase 
electric utility rates al­ 
most 15 per cent, at a cost 
of some $8 billion per year 
to consumers, or about $42 
a year increase in the 
a v e ra g e 
r e s id e n tia l 
electric bill through the 


1970s 
The FPC did not es­ 
timate the potential costs 
of the utilities’ proposal. 
The Edison Electric In­ 
stitute, an industry group, 
expressed disappointment 
at the FPC ’s decision. 
The institute’s president. 
Don Crawford, issued a 
statement noting that 
despite improvement in 
the finances of electric 
utilities, 
“ much more 
progress is needed to 


restore their full financial 
health ’’ 
The FPC decision opened 
the door for individual 
utilities to secure permis­ 
sion to charge customers 
for ma jor construction still 
in progress, but only if the 
company could prove that 
it is “ in severe financial 
stress.” 
The FPC said it would 
consider such hardship 
situations on a case-by- 
case basis.

will cut holiday costs 


CHICAGO (AP) - Main 
courses for Bicentennial 
Thank sgiving dinners will 
be the most p lentiful ever 
and will cost less than in 
recent years, turk ey and 
meat industry sp ok esmen 
say. 
Turk ey p roduction is at 
an all-time high — 138 
million gobblers raised for 
c ons ump t i on in 
19 76. 
“ We ll see a lot of 49 cents- 
a-p ound 
f e a t ur e s for 
Thank sgiving,” says Roy 
M uns on. 
e xe c ut i ve 
secretary of the Minnesota 
T ur k e y G r ow e r s A s­ 
sociation. 
That p rice, he said, is 
down a dime a p ound from 
last year and nearly 25 
cents lower than in 1973. 
If holiday chefs p refer a 
roast, the 1976 record cat­ 
tle slaughter of an es­ 
timated 42.5 million head 
also ha s r e s ul t e d 
in 
relatively low beef p rices. 
“The consumer’s the one 
who benefits all the way 
around,” Howard Madsen, 
director of economics and 
statistics for the American 
Meat Institute, said in an 
interview Monday. 
He said the red meat in­ 
dustry normally loses 
some business during the 
holiday season, since more 
than 60 p er cent of all 
turk eys are sold during 
that p eriod. 
But this fall, he said,

“If necessary ” means if the ou t­ 
come of the game wou ld hav e a bear­ 
ing on the leagu e championship or on 
the order of finish of the top three 
teams, those eligible for CIF play off 
berths.

Damien and Garey also agreed 
that, if they were tied for the leagu e 
lead at the conclu sion of the regu lar

It was thou ght that there was no 
sense risking inju ry and phy sical or 
emotional ex hau stion in a climactic 
q u arter of football, since as co­ 
champions both teams wou ld receiv e 
home games in the opening rou nd of 
the play offs, according to the CIF of­ 
fice 
So. since the Spartans and Vikings 
still share the lead with 5-0 records, 
they will share the title if both win 
tonight If one or both of them lose, 
howev er, things are more com­ 
plicated. 
If one loses and the other wins, the 
final 11:4 8 of their postponed game 
will be completed at Damien Satu r­ 
day at 10 a m Admission will be 
free, since no one took the time to 
distribu te or ask for rain checks in 
that torrential downpou r three 
weeks ago. 
The game will be made u p in that 
case becau se the team that loses 
< hy pothetically ) tonight wou ld hav e 
a chance for a co-championship with 
a win in the shortened contest Satu r­ 
day morning. 
If both teams lose tonight, they 
will hav e to wait for the resu lts of 
Friday ’s Ganesha-Upiand game to 
see whether Satu rday 's game will be 
necessary .

$5 billion 
Staggering 
loss of U.S. 
weapons to , 
Hanoi bared 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An es­ 
tim ated $5 billion in American- 
su p p lied 
w eapons, 
in clu d in g 
hundreds of planes, helicopters, 
tanks, artillery pieces and naval 
craft, were lost to the Communists in 
the collapse of South Vietnam, the 
Pentagon says 
The newly declassified report 
provides the first publicly detailed 
breakdown of the captured hardware 
since Hanoi’s forces took over South 
Vietnam in spring of 1975. By itself, 
the list constitutes an entire army, 
air force and navy. 
The gear includes 430 utility 
helicopters. 36 larger Ch47 Chinook 
helicopters, 73 F5 fighter planes. 113 
A37 light bombers, 36 A1 bombers, 90 
tran sp o rt planes and 212 m is­ 
cellaneous aircraft. 
The Pentagon put the number of 
naval craft lost at 940, most of them 
patrol and river-warfare vessels 
The inventory also included 550 
tanks,' 1.200 arm ored personnel 
carriers, 1,330 howitzers and self- 
propelled guns. 63,000 antitank 
weapons, 47,000 grenade launchers 
and 12,000 mortars. 
A total of 1.6 million rifles, in­ 
cluding 791,000 M16s, were listed, 
along with 15,000 machine guns and 
90.000 pistols. 
The North Vietnamese also in­ 
herited a mountain of 130.000 tons of 
ammunition, 42.000 trucks and 48,000 
radios 
The Pentagon said the captured 
equipment may have deteriorated 
from climate and weather conditions 
in South Vietnam. Nor does the list 
“ take into account the degree of 
damage inflicted upon portions of the 
equipment left behind by retreating 
Republic of Vietnam forces during 
the final days,” the report said 
Defense spokesmen told Congress 
some time ago they thought about 12 
billion worth of the equipment was in 
serviceable shape when the North 
Vietnamese took over. 


Carter ends 
his vacation 


ST. SIMONS ISLAND, GA. (AP) — 
Jimmy Carter, after naming the 
staff that will help plan his transition 
to the presidency, is ending his five- 
day vacation at a secluded wooded 
retreat here. 
Carter and his entourage planned 
to return to Plains, Ga., today 
aboard a chartered com m ercial 
jetliner, not the presidential jet that 
brought the Carter family here last 
Saturday. Carter felt that it would be 
a waste to use two planes when one 
would do, press secretary Jody 
Powell said. 
Carter told reporters Wednesday 
the vacation gave him a chance to 
rest and do his homework for the 
four-year job that lies ahead He said 
it also afforded him an opportunity to 
• get reacquainted with my family” 
after the long campaign. 
Powell announced the names of the 
top members of the transition staff, 
most of whom worked on Carter s 
campaign. 
Still beading the staff is Jack 
Watson Jr., an Atlanta lawyer who 
has been laying the groundwork for 
the transition since last summer. 
The staff director under Watson 
will be Barbara Blum, an Atlanta 
businesswoman who was Carter s 
deputy campaign director. 
Starting Wednesday, the staff will 
work out of a fifth floor suite of of­ 
fices in the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare at the foot of 
Capitol Hill. 
Powell also announced that Presi­ 
dent Ford has offered Carter pre- 
inauguration office and living space 
in a restored brownstone home on 
Lafayette Square across from the 
White House The house has been 
designated by Congress for the use of 
former presidents. Ford himself is 
expected to use it when he leaves of­ 
fice Jan 20 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Signal < *>ips 
Is installing a sophisticated global 
communications center in Plains lor 
Carter's use as President

CIVIC conference takes dim view 
of Carter's economic policies

Economists at Claremont Men's 
College Wednesday took a rather 
dim view of President-elect Jimmy

Rutledge, associate director of the

E c o n o m ic s C e n te r of CM C, 
predicted a bleak economic picture 


bevond 1979. 
th e economist said the next two 
years will bring lower unemploy­ 
m ent, reduced inflation and a 
moderate rate of expansion to the 
U.S. economy. 
But after that, Rutledge predicts 
higher government spending, rapid 
inflation, and possibly wage and 
price controls. 
In discussing Carter, Rutledge said 
“ If I had a major worry, it would be 
that Mr. Carter s economic advisers 
tend to be scientists, people who 


think experimentally about things. 
“1 think they could do a lot of 
harm .” 
The prediction of moderate growth 
during the next two years is based on 
what the center economists see as 
forces now at work in the economy, 
including a tight money supply that 
has inhibited inflation and the 
current expansion of the economy. 
Rutledge added that the Federal 
Reserve has kept a close watch on 
monev-supply growth 
“This has set the stage for a 3 to 4 


per cent inflation rate for 1978 and 
1979,” he said. “ In effect, inflation 
has already been cooled for Carter ” 
A. Jam es Meigs, AFEC’s director, 
told conference members that the 
nation s current economic expansion 
was firmly established despite the 
current slowdown, and that this 
would tend to reduce unemployment. 
The economists are predicting a 
drop of unemployment from its 
current 7 9 per cent to about 6.5 per 
cent in 1978. 
While the nation s gross national 


product declined by 1.7 per cent after 
inflation adjustment in 1975, the 
AFEC forecast predicts a rise by 
about 6.2 per cent this year. 
The economists predict a further 
growth of the national prbduct in 
both 1977 and 1978 of 4.4 per cent and 
4.3 per cent respectively. 
Rutledge said inflation, as it is 
measured by the consumer price in­ 
dex. will probably rise to 7 per cent 
or more in 1979 when the impact of 
Carter's expansionary policies begin 
to be felt.

her hand out and tried to push the 
gun away but bullets hit her and she 
fell back against the table ” 
Miss McCaster. 46, was fatally 
shot in the head Wednesday in her 
classroom at B urt E lem entary 
School on Detroit's northwest side 
“We were screaming, and we all 
ran out of the room. 
Laura told 
police “ He shot her three or four 
times from this far away,” she said, 
indicating a distance of about five 


Hours later, police arrested Miss 
McCaster s estranged husband, Al J. 
Lewis, 46, on open charges. They 
said they would seek a first-degree 
murder warrant against him today. 
Police said Lewis had a history of 
psychiatric problems. 
Most classes were canceled for the 
rest of the day at the school, where 
Miss McCaster had transfered only 
three weeks ago because, polite 
said, she was afraid of Lewis 
Her sobbing pupils fled the scene 
and clustered in a first-floor class­ 
room 
Their parents waited anx 
musly in the corridor while police 
tr ie d to p ie c e to g e th e r th e 
youngsters’ confused stories of what 
happened. 


As the youngsters were released 
one by one, their parents hurried 
them home. 
Police and school officials said a 
man bad come to the school, inquired 
where Miss McCaster’s classroom 
was. and entered it just as she began 
an English lesson. 
Pupils said the two exchanged a 
few words before the man pulled a 
gun. When Miss McCaster told one 
child to go to the principal s office 
for help, the children said, the 
gunman became infuriated. 
The Detroit Free Press reported in 
today s editions that Lewis had for 
the past two months been trying to 
get public school officials to fire his 
ex-wife. Lewis called the newspaper 
several times, claiming he could 
prove Miss McCaster had stolen 
school equipment. 
The newspaper said Lewis called a 
reporter Monday and said he had 
signed himself into Doctors Hospital 
and expected to be there three 
w eeks. A hospital spokesm an 
refused to say what kind of treat­ 
ment Lewis had He signed himself 
out Tuesday night. 
School principal Wilbur Klein said 
Miss McCaster’s husband, whom he 
knew slightly, had come to the school 
a few days ago and demanded to see 
his wife The principal said he told 
Miss McCaster, but she refused to 
see Lewis. 
A fellow teacher, Mrs Ollie Trot­ 
ter. said Miss McCaster told her a 
week ago she was going to the courts 
to seek protection from her husband

Parcels now take several more 
days than usual to be delivered in the 
strike area, Kenneth Lynn, Postal 
Service director of distribution 
systems, said in an interview.

Lawson reported to the council on 
the possibilities of undergrounding 
lines adjacent to subdivisions. 
Discussions with representatives of 
the Edison Co. and other cities where 
undergrounding has taken place, said 
Lawson, has shown some possible 
troubles an undergrounding program 
could encounter 
While undergrounding lines within 
tracts presents no major problem, 
the city manager said problems 
could be 
encountered with utility 
users on the same line, but not in the 
tract Lawson said that a line un­ 
derground next to the high school, 
for example, would have to be paid 
for by the high school 
“Right now our recommendation 
on undergrounding adjacent lines is 
yes. whenever possible. I realize 
that’s nebulous, but in this case it has 
to be.” said Lawson. He toid the 
council undergrounding adjacent 
lines could be a policy of the city only 
if enforced on a reasonable basis. 
Councilman Richard Laughter 


asked Lawson for cost estimates on 
undergrounding lines and was told 
that costs vary greatly depending 
upon the type of line, the number of 
junction boxes and other variables 
Laughter said he felt the establish­ 
ment of assessment districts to un­ 
derground adjacent lines might be 
one answer to the situation because 
costs could be spread out over a long 
period. 
Lawson told the councilman that 
assessment districts were feasible 
but that the city then encountered 
the problem of having the line placed 
underground, assessments made on 
adjacent property owners, and then 
another party aiming along to hook 
up on the already underground line 
without bearing any of the costs 
“It's certainly as important as our 
maintenance 
districts.” 
said 
Laughter “The lines are certainly 
unsightly.” 
Councilman Joe Hahn said that un- 
dergrounding adjacent lines could 
only be done case by case. “We re 
talking about the peripheral lines at 
the edge of a tract. Will residents in 
a tract want to underground 
peripheral lines when all the lines in 
the tract are already underground? 
Mayor William Gotten noted that 
further undergrounding will also 
result in problems of right of way 
that could be very costly to 
developers

Gilmore, a convicted 
murderer who convinced 
the Utah Supreme Court on 
Wednesday to let him face 
a firing squad next Mon­ 
day, Monge wanted his 
sentence carried out quick­ 
ly“The crime I committed 
1 know I am guilty of," he 
told a judge in 1963. “ That 
is all there is to it. I want 


to get it over with as soon 
as I can.“ 
After Monge’s death, 
further executions were 
held up while the U.S. 
Supreme Court' reviewed 
the constitutionality of the 
death penalty. The court 
ruled that it constituted 
cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment as it was being ap­ 
plied, but last summer it 
declared that new state 
laws requiring death for 
specific crimes could be 
constitutional. 
Monge, a 48-year-old 
insurance salesman, con­ 
fessed to bludgeoning his 
wife and three of their 10 
children to death on June 
28, 1963 He said he would 
have killed the other 
children, but was stopped 
when his last victim, a 6- 
vear-old son. startled him 
by crying out. “ Daddy, 
daddy.” 
Monge first voiced his 
wish for quick execution in 
the Denver courtroom 
where he was tried. When 
mention was made of his 
repeated assaults on one of 
his daughters, Monge 
jum ped to his feet 
demanding immediate ex­ 
ecution. 
But four years passed be­ 
tween the trial and his 
death 


Gets wish from court 
death by firing squad

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Gary 
Mark G ilm ore, a convicted 
murderer who asked the Utah 
Supreme Court to let him “die like a 
man,“ will face a firing squad Mon­ 
day barring appeals for a second stay 
of execution. 
The execution, scheduled for 8 
a.m. on the Utah State Prison 
grounds 20 miles south of here, would 
be the first in the United States since 
Luis Jose Monge died in a Colorado 
gas chamber on June 2, 1967. There 
are more than 400 men and women 
awaiting possible execution on Death 
Rows across the nation. 
Retiring Gov. Calvin L. Rampton, 
a supporter of capital punishment, 
said he would study Gilmore's case 
and issue a statement today. 
The governor can stay an ex­ 
ecution until the next meeting of the 
State Board of Pardons That would 
not be until two days after Gilmore is 
scheduled to die 
Gilmore, wearing handcuffs, white 
prison garb and red-white-and-blue 
te/tnis shoes, told the five Supreme 
Court justices Wednesday: 
“ I believe I was given a fair trial, 
and I think the sentence was proper, 
and I’m willing to accept it like a 
man and wish it to be carried out 
without delay.” 
The justices, in a 4-1 ruling, then 
vacated a stay they had granted 
Monday by a 3-2 vote and agreed to 
let Gilmore be shot on schedule 
“The stav of execution heretofore 


granted is withdrawn and vacated 
and any appeal filed on behalf of 
G ary G ilm ore is d ism issed 
forthwith,” the court said. 
Gilmore s role in the case left 
groups opposed to capital pun­ 
ishment in an awkward position But 
Shirley Pedler. director of the Utah 
chapter of the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, said her group was con 
sideling at least two possible lines of 
last-minute appeal. 
She said one was to appeal the con­ 
stitutionality of the Utah law to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which ruled 
earlier this year that capital punish­ 
ment was not inherently uncon­ 
stitutional 
The other possibility, she said, was 
to ask the courts to forbid use of tax 
money to pay for an unconstitutional 
execution 
Each of five volunteer members of 
the firing squad would earn $175. 
Michael Esplin. a court-appointed 
lawyer who filed an earlier appeal 
with the Supreme Court and was 
fired by Gilmore, warned that the 
justices may not accept a new ap­ 
peal against Gilmore's wishes 
But he said that lawyers for other 
Death Row inmates might still seek 
a stay in federal courts if the justices 
decline to accept the Gilmore case in 
its present state. 
The possibility of still other litiga­ 
tion leading to a stay was raised by 
David Kendall, an expert on capital 
punishment for the National Associa­ 


tion for the Advancement of Colored 
People. 
Kendall said there were reporta 
that Denis Boaz, Gilmore's new 
California lawyer, was a writer as 
well as a lawyer and might have a 
contract to write about the case 
This, he said, might represent a con­ 
flict of interest. 
If the courts refuse to reconsider 
the case, a stay would then be up to 
the Board of Pardons. 
Wednesday’s hearing was on a mo­ 
tion by Deputy Atty. Gen. Robert B. 
Hansen, who had asked for a rever­ 
sal of the stay of execution order. 
Hansen said the issue was 
“ whether the law with respect to this 
appeal is to be made by the 
legislature or this court" sttice Utah 
law does not provide an automatic 
appeal for capital crimes. 
“ My 'client understands his ab­ 
solute right to an appeal, but he does 
not wish to take it," replied Boaz 
“ This is not a suicide pact or 
perverse death wish. 
“ Mr. Gilmore has been adjudged 
responsible for his act and has made 
peace with himself He wishes to 
die like a man 
But Esplin in a telephone in­ 
terview after Wednesday's decision 
said he thinks a suicide motive “ is a 
very real possibility" for Gilmore s 
recent behavior 
Esplin said the convict once told 
him. “ If they don't do it. I'm going to 
do it myself I’m not going to spend 


the rest of my life in prison.” 
Gilmore, who would be 36 on Dec. 
4, was convicted of first degree 
murder for fatally shooting Bennie 
Bush ne II. 25, last summer during the 
robbery of a Provo motel. Gilmore 
said he ordered Bushnell to lié on the 
floor, put a pistol to his head and 
pulled the trigger. 
Gilmore, who had been on parole 
since April 9 from an Illinois prison, 
has spent 18 years in prisons for rob­ 
bery, car theft and assault. 
He also is charged with the fatal 
shooting the night before Bushnell s 
death of* a Brigham Young Univer­ 
sity law student who worked as a 
part-time gas station attendant 
Utah State Prison Warden Samuel 
W Smith said he has had no shortage 
of volunteers for the firing squad, 
which was last used in 1960 to ex­ 
ecute James W. Rodgers for the 
murder of a fellow miner. 
Utah gives condemned prisoners a 
choice between hanging and the fir­ 
ing squad, the latter a survival from 
territorial days and Mormon 
adherence to the biblical tenet of 
blood atonement. Gilmore has said 
he prefers to be shot. 
Gilmore’s execution would be the 
39th in Utah by firing squad. 
At one point during Wednesday’s 
hearing. Gilmore's lawyer asked his 
client if he was prepared to die. 
“ Not at this very moment, but I'm 
ready to accept it next Monday 
morning at 8 a.m.,” Gilmore replied.

Among the original Dead 
End Kids still alive are ac­ 
tor Gabriel Dell, who 
portrayed T.B , and Ber­ 
nard Punsley, who played 
Milty. He now is a doctor.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford’s budget 
director says Ford is 
pushing ahead with his 
program to achieve a 
balanced budget by 1979, 
even though that goal ap­ 
parently is imperiled by 
Jimmy Carter’s election 
victory. 
‘‘That was the plan given 
me by the President which 
he considers sound and 
which I believe is sound, so 
I’m operating under that 
guidance,” D irector 
James T. Lynn of the Of­ 
fice of Management and 
Budget said in an interview 
Wednesday. 
Lynn said Ford also 
would propose to Congress 
his plan to cut income 
taxes by $10 billion next 
year. There would be a 
companion proposal for an 
increase in Social Security 
taxes, so the net tax reduc­ 
tion would be about $7 
billion, Lynn said, 
Lynn said these are the 
same tax-cuts Ford first 


proposed in October 1975 
and which Congress 
rejected. “ We believed 
them to be in the public 
interest over a year ago,” 
Lynn said 
Ford’s budget and tax 
proposals will be sent to 
Congress on Jan. 17, three 
days before Carter takes 
office. These will be the 
proposed budget for fiscal 
1978, which begins next 
Oct. 1. and Ford’s plan for 
achieving a balanced 
budget the following fiscal 
year. 
Carter’s aides have said 
the new president will urge 
changes 
in 
F o r d ’s 
proposals, including the 
1977 budget, after he takes 
office Carter Is expected 
to propose somewhat 
higher spending for job 
programs in 1977 and 
probably slightly less for 
defense than what Ford 
will urge. 
Carter has pledged a bal­ 
anced budget by 1981, two 
vears later than Ford. The 


Democratic-led congres­ 
sional budget committees 
have also set 1981 as their 
target for a balanced 
budget. 
The recession led Ford 
and Congress to wrack up 
the largest deficit in the 
nation’s history in fiscal 
1976 — $65.6 billion It ex­ 
ceeded the wartime budget 
deficit of $54.9 billion in 
1943 
Government spending 
exceeded revenues by $12.7 
billion during a transitional 
quarter that ended Sept. 
30, and congressional 
budget-makers expect a 
deficit of $50.6 billion in 
fiscal 1977. which ends next 
Sept. 30 
Ford has proposed a 
$47.4-billion deficit for 
fiscal 1977, but he hoped to 
end the deficits by 1979. 
Carter argued during the 
campaign that a balanced 
budget before 1981 would 
hold down economic 
growth and keep un­ 
employment high. 


Death ends pregnancy debate 


D EN V ER (AP) - A 
pregnant woman, the sub­ 
ject of an unusual medical 
debate concerning the 15- 
week-old fetus she carried, 
is dead 
Doctors at Colorado 
General Hospital used life 
support machinery for 
more than 48 hours after 
29-year-old Linda Culbert­ 
son was critically injured 
in an automobile accident 
on Monday. 
While the machinery 


kept Mrs. Culbertson 
technically alive, doctors 
pondered the ethical, legal 
and medical questions of 
trying to keep her alive in 
the hope they could some 
day deliver her baby. 
When they decided their 
effort had no chance for 
success, they made plans 
to terminate the extraor­ 
dinary life support. Before 
they could do so, Mrs. 
Culbertson’s heartbeat, 
and that of the fetus, stop- 


ped. 
“ It was the judgment of 
our medical staff that 
nothing could be done to 
preserve a viable fetus,’’ 
hospital spokesman Eric 
Munson said after a team 
of surgeons, obstetricians 
and pediatricians had 
reached their decision 
The decision to ter­ 
minate the life-saving ef­ 
fort was reached with the 
consent of the woman’s 
husband.

Korn dogs are a work of art 


C H IC A G O ( A P ) - 
Gustav Korn, who studied 
painting in* his native 
Budapest, Hungary, and 
dreamed of perhaps be­ 
coming a great artist, now 
has hundreds of his 
paintings displayed — all 
of hot dogs 
Korn, 62. came to this 
Country 20 years ago and 
went to work for a sausage 
company, curing corned 
beef In his spare time he 
painted landscapes. 


Two years ago one of his 
bosses noticed Korn’s 
paintings at an art show. 
“ And the next day I had a 
new job with the company, 
a sign painter,” said Korn 
“ I paint hot dogs with and 
without mustard; or with 
relish and mustard, or with 
onions, relish and mustard, 
most often in a bun. 
“ But sometimes I paint 
just the naked weiner or 
sausage. The colors can be 
just as exciting as those in 


a landscape.” 
He says no two hot dogs 
are alike. There are varia­ 
tions in their curve, shape 
and color “ Each one is a 
new challenge I have as 
much fun painting hot dogs 
as I do painting land­ 
scapes,” he said. 
Korn said his weekly 
production may be as 
many as a dozen signs, 2- 
by-3 feet in size. “ It’s not a 
job I can rush or ne pushed. 
For instance, Polish 


sausages are 20 inches long 
and are cut in half. My 
paintings show the cut and 
it takes time to get it 
right,” he said. 
The signs are distributed 
by the company in a seven- 
state area for use at hot 
dog stands, restaurants 
and delicatessens 
Korn said when he 
retires in another three 
years he will devote full 
time to his hobby of 
painting landscapes.

He was discharged from Letterman in September of 1919 
Adamson is a past commander of the Charles C. Rowe

Watched harbor attack 


Nick Hendriks saw the start of World War II in the 
Pacific and saw the end of the war in Europe Hendriks, 
58 an emplove of the Progress Bulletin for 29 years, 
enlisted in the Armv in April. 1941 and was sent to Hawaii 
for basic training at Ft Shatter. As a member of a coast 
artillery outfit, he watched the attack on F e a r . Harbor 
from his gun emplacement at Red Hill a mile above the 
harbor 
“ It was a normal Sunday morning.” said Hendriks 
“We had our breakfast as usual and about five minutes 
before eight we heard the first shot.”

More women are 
joining the army

The voluntary army of the United States is meeting its 
enlistment objectives and attracting more and more 
women into its ranks, reports Sgt I.C. Lloyd larm ore, 
who heads the army recruiting office at Ontario, as the 
nation today observes its traditional Veterans Day. 
Larmore, assigned to recruiting duty in September 
after putting in five years as a drill instructor at Ft Bliss 
and Ft Knox, said that he feels women coming into the 
armv are its biggest asset. 
“The old-timers are still cranky about the idea.” he 
said, “but women getting out of high school and college 
are deciding that they want to see a bit of the world before 
they get married and settle down 
Larmore explained that as of June 30 the army had 
enlisted 910 persons over quota, or objective is the word 
officials like to use 
He thinks that persons enlisting in the army today have 
goals thev have set for themselves. 
“There are at least 28 jobs in the army to which you can 
find a counterpart in civilian life,” he sa*d ‘ Here you go

Ranch: 
City council 
OKs specific 
area proposal

Development of the old Phillips 
Ranch property, which may bring 
Pomona close to 2.000 new homes in 
the next six years, moved a step 
closer to reality Wednesday night as 
the Pomona Planning Commission 
unanimously approved a specific 
area plan for the property. 
A1 Lesser, representing Westmor 
Development Co., which owns the 
property, told commissioners that up 
to half 'of the single family homes 
will be built in 1977-78. 
Base selling price is expected to be 
no lower than $55,000 each, with a 
three-year average of $68.000, said 
lesser. 
The prices quoted by Lesser are a 
significant increase over the original 
figures given by the developer, 
which was $43.000 minimum. 
The lower price had met with some 
resistance by the Pomona City Coun­ 
cil, which urged the developer to 
build homes of higher quality. 
That goal has apparently been 
achieved 
“ 1 think we and the staff have 
worked out an excellent plan Now 
we would like permission to proceed 
with it." said Lesser. 
In addition to the increased price, 
the area plan approved by the com­ 
mission significantly changes the 
character of the basic design of the 
development. 
Whereas the original plan showed 
the intersection of Dudley and 
Philadelphia Streets dividing the 
ranch into four quadrants, the new 
plan substitutes a half-mile wide cir­ 
cular drive around the central bowl 
of the 950-acre site 
Dudley Street from the Pomona 
Freeway and Philadelphia Street 
from the Corona Expressway are 
shown as the main access points, and 
Dudley Street from the Corona Ex­ 
pressway and new roads on the back 
of the property into Diamond Bar as 
the secondary accesses. 
Commissioners were told that 
children in the new development will 
probably initially attend Diamond _ 
Point Elem entary and Lorbeer 
Junior High schools, which are both 
in Diamond Bar, although at least 
one school site will be designated for 
the development. 
Rationale for use of Diamond Bar 
facilities is that small children would 
not be required to cross the Corona 
Expressway or Pomona Freeway 
Atiout 800 children can be expected 
in the new development within about 
two years. 
Statistics prepared by the1 city in­ 
dicate the typical family income lor 
families in the development will be 
$20,000 to $35,000 per year 
The next step in the process will be

Both General Motors and Chrysler Corp. have an­ 
nounced record high profits for the third quarter of 
this year. The only reason Ford Motor Co. did not 
join the happy group is that it was the target ot a 28- 
day strike by the United Auto Workers. 
What it means to the first two companies, to use 
the words of their own spokesmen, is that there is 
“no reason*’ for a strike against them. Their record 
profits indicate they should be able to meet the 
same workers' demands as Ford did. 
Plain common sense would seem to dictate that 
there was no reason for a strike against Ford in the 
first place. Its profits were also good, up to the 
strike. But that’s water over the dam, and no doubt 
Ford will begin recouping its lost sales. 
Now all this is fine and dandy for the auto com­ 
panies and their workers. But the car-buying public 
will foot the bill for this new boost in the incomes ot 
both. 
Even though the public is already paying an 
average of $326 more for a 1977 model, C hrysler 
chairman John A. Riccardo, whose company has 
been selected by the UAW as its next target, does 
not rule out another price increase later in the 
model year. 
One can’t help wondering, though, what would 
have happened if the UAW and the companies had 
gotten together and announced that in view of the 
industry's healthy profit picture, the union had 
decided to renew the old contract and the com­ 
panies in turn were voting a dividend to the public 
in the form of lower prices. Or almost as welcome, 
the same prices. 
T his w ould have im m e d ia te ly lo w ered 
everybody’s cost of living, have spurred sales even 
more and eventually maybe have generated enough 
new profits to enable the companies to reward their 
workers with a bonus later on. 
Back in the world of reality, of course, we know 
that workers and management, in the auto industry 
or any other, do not consider themselves to be 
members of the same team. They are antagonists 
Nor are they exactly overwhelmed by any sense of 
responsibility toward the larger public. 


As we said, this is fine, so long as the public is 
willing and able to pay ever higher prices for the 
product produced 
One can’t help wondering, however, whether the 
automobile industry, and those who are employed 
by it, are not setting themselves up for a fall some­ 
day even worse than the one they experienced dui 
ing the oil embargo and energy crisis 


System can 
be beat 


The Social Security tax goes up again January 1 
That is, the taxable wage base will be increased 
from the present $15,300 to $16,500 


Even though the tax rate itself will not change, 
everyone earning more than $15,300 will pav more 
in Social Security. The maximum tax for those 
whose earnings will be equal to or greater than the 
$16.500 base will be $926 25, or $70.20 more than in 
1976 
But it s still possible to beat the system, so to 
speak, according to Washington Report, a publica­ 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 
The Chamber notes that as of the end of 1974, 
some 8,300 of the more than 30 million Americans 
collecting Social Security benefits were 100 years 
old or older. P resum ably, m ost of th ese 
centenarians have been collecting benefits for 35 
years or longer, far and above what they con­ 
tributed to the system while they worked. 


Thus the moral is that no matter how high the 
Social Security tax goes, you’ll come out ahead if 
you live long enough

have been offered a 7.2 per cent 
salary increase for the current 
school year. Since early this year 
when that offer was made, the per 
cent, increase, the amount of the in­ 
crease — in other words, money — 
has not been an issue in any part of 
the delay in negotiations, the parents 
boycott, or the teachers walkout 
Since that salary increase is the 
largest of any school district in the 
area, don't you wonder why the 
teachers found it necessary to 
overwhelmingly (90 per cent to 10 
per cent) reject the contract offered 
by the school board? 
Call any teacher, school board 


member, superintendent, or prin­ 
cipal and you can verify that “it is 
true” that money has not been a fac­ 
tor in the long delay in arriving at a 
new contract for this school year 
Yes, teachers believe there are other 
issues more important than the per 
cent salary increase and many, 
many parents are in full agreement 
with the teachers on these other is­ 
sues 
“It is true’’ that the exorbitant 
salaries and the huge per cent salary 
increase of the adm inistrators 
should be an issue with the com­ 
munity. Why do the administrators 
merit a larger dollar increase than 
teachers? The school board in­ 
crea sed the su p erin ten d en ts’ 
salaries by a larger percentage than 


the offer made to the teachers 


Why should the superintendents 
have an expense allowance in addi­ 
tion to their exorbitant salaries. 
After all. they are getting paid 
almost as much as the governor of 
California Why has the board been 
spending extravagant sums of money 
on remodeling offices when students 
and teachers have insufficient books 
and materials and safe conditions 
are not maintained in the school 
buildings? “It is true” that it would 
be more accurate to direct indigna­ 
tion over the issue of money at the 
administrators.

WASHINGTON — Some awkward 
questions have been raised about the 
huge campaign chest that House 
Democratic leader Thomas “Tip 
O’Neill has accumulated to fuel his 
drive to become the next Speaker 
In past columns, we have reported 
that the big-boned Bostonian has 
raised over a quarter of a million 
dollars ostensibly to help his 
Democratic colleagues with their 
election campaigns 
But his real 
objective has been to boost his own 
campaign for the Speaker s chair 
He has spread the boodle around to 
key Democrats, whose support he 
sought Some had no serious opposi­ 
tion and. therefore, no real need for 
campaign cash 
Now we have learned that 
generous sums were lavished on his 
associates not to help them win elec­ 
tions but to wine and dine them, 
repair their cars and buy them gifts 
What this amounts to is an old- 
fashioned, jack leg political cam­ 
paign. one that might not go over so 
well with the newcomers to Congress 
who have been elected in this new 
age of political morality The voters 
returned all but three of the 98 
freshmen from the last Congress 
who sought reelect ion They will be 
joined in January by 60 new House 
members. 
They aren t likely to be as tolerant 
as the old-timers erf O’Neill s loose 
use of cash to curry political support 
Thus the money he has distributed to 
gain the Speakership may backfire 
and cause him to lose it. 
O’Neill's own vouchers reveal that 
he has raised $267,870 since 1972 He 
lias spent over $23.000 of that amount 
on car repairs, expensive meals, par­ 
ties, gifts and unitemized air fares 
At least $11.549 was shelled out to 
wine and dine O Neill s friends and 
associates in such fashionable 
eateries as the “ 1789,’ an exclusive 
French restaurant in Washington's 
Georgetown section; the Wayside 


Inn, a posh place in Chatham, Mass., 
and Duke Ziebert s, a Washington 
restaurant patronized by the 
capital’s social elite 
One entry-, for example, reads: 
“Duke Zeiberts, working dinner 
with U.S. Representatives, $264 70.“ 
A “ party for Dem ocratic Con­ 
gressmen. delegates and friends at 
the Democratic National Conven­

Over $6,400 was spent on un­ 
itemized air fares. Another $5.140 
went for gasoline and repairs to 
automobiles owned by O’Neill s staff

EMBARRASSING BLUNDER - 
The embarrassed bosses of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service mistakenly 
gave confidential information on a 
major tax investigation earlier this 
year to the people who were under 
investigation 
The blunder may imperil a 
delicate investigation, the biggest of 
its kind in history, of tax evaders 
who conceal their money in secret 
Bahamian bank accounts 
Here's 
how it happened: 
A defendant m the case, Chicago 
attorney Burton Kanler, asked to see 
the file s the IRS had on him Under 
the Freedom of Information Act, 
American citizens are entitled to see 
their own federal files. But informa

Glynn acknowledged to us that the 
Los Angeles Times’ inquiries caused 
the IRS to “scurry around 
and 
gather the explanations that the sub- 
committees had requested The in­ 
tent was to deliver it to Congress, he 
admitted, before the story appeared 
But the IRS messenger found no 
one in the offices erf the House Ways 
and Means Oversight Subcommittee. 
The staff was meeting in another 
room upstairs So the messenger left 
the material next door in the office 
of Rep James Haley, D -Fla , who 
was unauthorized to receive It. The 
same m aterial was delivered, 
however, to the House Commerce, 
Consumer and Monetary Affairs sub­ 
committee 
Among all the explanations 
prepared for Congress was a con 
fidential memo, which declared that

Sacramen to scene 
Threats to a 
free press 


By EARL G. W ATERS 
Those who think that the cries ^ d a n g er to 
freedom of the press are overstatements by alar- 
mtets would do well to note the increasing attention 
T e n ™ su b £ c t of regulation of the media by legai 
scholars. Only last w 
e e k th.s coiumn repwted 
a 
lengthy article in the Santa Clara Law Review deal 
ing with the doctrine of “Right of Access to New­ 
spapers." 
Written bv Civil Liberties Union lawyer Michael 
Garv Chatzky and William Eric Robinson, it held 
that government policy to foster commerce "must 
be reaffirmed as swiftly and promptly and decisive­ 
ly as possible if our society is to be as content- 
porary in its exchange of thoughts as it Is in the ex­ 
change of products. 
That article pointed to the growth of 
one- 
newspaper cities" in the U.S. and discussed the 
"monopolistic 
influence" of 
"newspaper cor- 
po rations.” 
In an earlier article by an editor of the Stanford 
Law Review, Abbott B Lipsky Jr. compares the 
regulations of radio and TV by government with the 
lack of interference with the printed media. 
He notes that the publishing business “is the only 
organized private business that is given explu u 
constitutional protection ” He seem s to infer that 
either the same protection should be extended t<* 
the electronic media or the regulations exercised 
over that should apply to the printed media V or he 
sa vs “It is a short step from this view to the 
proposition that any organized business whose prin­ 
cipal function is to convey expression, information 
and opinion, ought also to be accorded the same 
constitutionally protected status as the publishing 
industry ” 
Both Chatzky and Lipsky discuss the few cases 
which have come before the U .S. Supreme ( our 
The earliest was the 1943 challenge of FCC regula­ 
tions by NBC in which the court upheld the licensing 
regulations on the grounds of limited access to 
broadcast channels. The next challenge, 25 years 
later, was that of Red Lion Broadcasting Co. In that 
case the court again upheld FCC regulations 
holding that the right to reply was not an uncon­ 
stitutional interference with editorial discretion 


But in the Miami Herald case the Supreme Court 
struck down a Florida statute which required new­ 
spapers to afford the right of reply to individuals. 
Lipsky notes the conflict between the two decisions. 
“ . . . it is disturbing that the court was willing to 
ignore the consequences of editorial regulation 
the increase in cost and corresponding reductions in 
incentives to include material triggering the a<< *ess 
or fairness obligation — in the broadcast field, 
while making these consequences one of the explicit 
grounds for decision in the print field, 
he writes. 
While observing that the evolution of newspaper 
technology has led to one of the most important 
sources of news, the local newspaper, being dis­ 
tributed quite sparingly, he scotches somewhat the 
view that this creates a monopoly. "Newspapers 
face significant competition from radio and televi 
sion, national-distribution weeklies and monthlies, 
and a wide variety of neighborhood newspapers, 
trade journals, and pamphlets and flyers address 
ing particular events and issues ” 
“Given current uncertainty over the degree of 
control which a local monopoly new spaper posses 
ses in determ ining the view s reaching its 
readership, the court is justified in preventing 
direct government interference in the editorial 
process,’’ he states. 
Nevertheless, Upsky concludes that “the broader 
purposes of free expression have come into conflict 
with the express policy embodied in the first 
am endm ent. . . ” He adds that "Since the goals ol 
free expression would be as thoroughly frustrati*« 
by complete avoidance of government regulation ot 
the media as they would be by complete 
ment control, a sensible way of balancing ih*1 
benefits and dangers must be found.” 
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To those S o u th e r n e r s who 
protested that Jimmy Carter is “too 
liberal” — now he can point to the 
numbers and prove that be had to be.

But again, to those Southerners 
who have protested ever since 
Carter was governor of Georgia that 
he’s "too liberal” — he now can 
point to the closeness of the numbers 
und prove that any less liberal and 
he’d never have made it 


And winning is the name of the 
game 
Now what about the loyal op­ 
position? What about the future of 
the GOP? Must it become more 
liberal — or less** 
Carter believed that he could not 
be any further to the right and win — 
and he won. 
Mr Ford believed that he could not 
be any further to the right and win ~ 
and be lost. 
So the conservative* in the GOP 
are now insisting that President 
Ford was wrong. that Reagan would 
have made the difference between 
victory or defeat — in either the No. 
1 or No. 2 position on the ticket. 
Now if Carter — as President — is 
pulled further to the philosophical 
iett by his Ues to labor and to 
minorities, it would seem inevitable 
that the GOP must pull further to the 
ngiit in order to justify the next con­ 
gressional election two years irom 
♦ now 
But Carter could fool everybody. 
He has tried to reassure conser­ 


vative friends that he is one of them 
— that his deference to liberalism 
was required by the realities of 
politics. 
Presumably, once the highest of­ 
fice was his he could revert to being 
himself. 
How he conducts his »office — and 
the degree of success with which he 
adm inisters our foreign and 
domestic affairs - will dictate the 
Republican response. 
If Carter proves to be the 
moderate he has privately described 
lumself to be — then the GOP in 1980 
will react less vigorously — will be 
less likely to “go to extremes 
And 
that would seem to favor the can­ 
didacy of a John ConnaUy or a James 
Thompson 
But there is another distinct GOP 
possibility. 
In I960 — should the country by 
then want a tested and proved alter­ 
native to Carter — the country's best 
bet and the party’s most likely might 
well be the man who served the 
Presidency with such dignity lor the 
past two years

D EA R R E A D E R - Your diabetes 
is mild or you would not be able to 
manage it with diet alone 
That 
decreases the likelihood that you will 
have any problems with another 
pregnancy In any case anyone with 
diabetes who is pregnant should have 
very careful monitoring during the 
pregnancy. The need for insulin is 
usually decreased during the first 
tri-mesier of the pregnancy, and 
returns to about the same require- 


ment during the last two tri-mesters 
In your case that should mean that 
you can sail through the pregnancy 
without the problems that more 
severe diabetics have 


Your baby may be larger than 
usual as often happens in diabetic 
mothers 
Sometimes 
that 
causes 
some difficulties in delivery 


The baby w ill not be malnourished 
if you do not develop complications 
during pregnancy 
Remember that 
the baby w ill have its own insulin 
forming glands. In fact these are 
sometimes enlarged at birth, prodd­ 
ing an excess amount of insulin, if 
the 
m other is d iab etic. 
This 
sometimes requires giving the new­ 
born baby extra glucose by vein for a 
time until the insulin-forming glands 
regress to normal The glucose pre­ 
vents the newborn baby from having 
low blood sugar problems 
The complications from diabetes 
are increased In the mother as a 
result of pregnancy It depends a lot 
on whether the diabetes is the 
• ju ven ile typ e” 
beginning in 
childhood or the “ adult onset type " 
And it depends upon how severe It Is 
Many diabetic women, particular­ 
ly if the disease is of long standing 


are especially prone to toxemia of 
pregnancy, with fluid retention, high 
blood pressure and other harmful 
consequences That is one reason a 
d ia b e tic m other needs to be 
monitored carefully throughout her 
pregnancy. 
Obviously diabetic women can and 
do have norm al children. You

CELINA, Ohio <AP> - 
•We had nothing to gain 
because all our kids are 
dead,” Irene Sommer said 
“ The poor guy has to live 
with it for the rest of his 
life.” 
M rs. Som m er was 
responding to the punish­ 
ment handed down Tues­ 
day to John Kremer, driv­ 
er of a car that plowed into 
a group of teen-agers last 
spring, killing eight of 
them. Her son. Kenneth, 
was one of the victims. 
Kremer, a 21-year-old 
meat cutter, was spared a 
prison term by a judge who 
felt Kremer would be 
punished enough by having 
to “ live with” the ac­ 
cident. He had pleaded no 
contest to one count of 
vehicular homicide during 
a half-hour tria l in 
Municipal Court. 
Judge James Myers sus­ 
pended Kremer’s driver’s 
license for one year and 
fined him $300 for court 
costs. He’ll be able to drive 
to and from work alter 30 
days 
I don t think anything 
can be gained from time in 
jail,” Myers said. “ You 
have created your own jail, 
one you will have to live 
with the rest of your life. I 
think that is an adequate 
penalty.” 
Mrs Sommer said she 
agreed with the judge. ” 1 
felt sorry for the boy — 
that he had to be the victim 
of something like that, 


she said. 
He made one 
mistake and he's paid 
dearly for it.” 
Kremer first pleaded in­ 
nocent to eight counts of 
vehicular homicide, one 
count of failure to obey a 
stop sign and failure to 
stop at an assured clear 
distance ahead.

1RS to release rulings 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice will soon be making 
public all the thousands of 
tax rulings it issues each 
year, although the 1RS will 
not identify the corpo­ 
rations or individuals in­ 
volved 
In the past, the 1RS 
revealed most rulings only 
to its agents or to corpora­ 
tions and taxpayers who 
sought guidance on a 
specific tax issue 
The House Ways and 
Means Committee, which 
w rote the d isclo su re 
requirement into the new 
tax law, expressed concern 
that 
"the private ruling 
system has developed into 
a body of secret law known 
only to a few members of 
the tax profession.” 
“ A d d itio n ally , 
th e 
secrecy surrounding letter 
rulings has generated 
suspicion that the tax laws 
m ay be used by tHe 
‘influential to their advan­ 
tage. and that the tax laws 
are not being applied on an 
even-handed basis,” the 
committee said. 
The new d isclo su re 
policy is expected to begin 
bv March 


The IRS handles about 
30.000 rulings a year. Half 
involve routine changes in 
accounting periods and 
methods. The rest are sub­ 
stantive interpretations of 
tax laws made in response 
to queries from taxpayers 
and from IRS auditors or 
agents working on com­ 
plicated cases 
Traditionally, where the 
IRS felt a ruling or piece of 
technical advice was of 
general interest, it made 
its position public in a for­ 
mal ruling without iden­ 
tifying the parties in­ 
volved. It did that 626 
times in 1974 The rest of 
the rulings it kept secret. 
One controversial letter 
ruling cam e in In ter­ 
national Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp.’s 1969 
merger with the Hartford 
Fire Insurance Co. The 
IRS ruled that Hartford’s 
stockholders did not have 
to pay taxes on the ap­ 
preciated value of their 
stock in exchanging it for 
shares of IT&T. 
In 1974, following atten­ 
tion focused on the merger 
by opponents, the IRS 
changed its mind and ruled 
that the shareholders 


would have to pay taxes 
that IT&T estimated would 
cost them 130 million The 
issue is still being disputed 
by the company. 
Congress was also prod­ 
ded into action by a suit 
brought by Tax Analysts 
and Advocates, a nonprofit 
research institution 


A fe d e ra l c o u rt in 
Washington. DC., ruled 
last year that the letter rul­ 
ings were public informa­ 
tion and ordered the IRS to 
make public all letter rul­ 
ings. including the names 
of the parties involved, is­ 
sued since passage of the 
Freedom of Information 
Act in 1967. 
But the court ruling 
never took effect The new 
law makes it moot 
The new law generally 
requires deletion of the 
names, but James S. Byrne 
of Tax Analysts said he 
feels that will not be a 
problem. 
"On the big cases we 
figured we could piece 
together the names of the' 
parties involved.” said 
Byrne. “And in many ways 
we got more than the 
courts gave us.”

FPC ruling blocks 
utility rate hikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A consum er group es­ 
timates that the typical 
American family will save 
$42 per year as the result of 
a Federal Power Com­ 
mission ruling. 


The FPC refused this 
week to make electric and 
gas customers pay the con­ 
struction costs of new 
power plants and pipelines 
before those facilities start 
delivering service. 


The FPC action does not 
reduce 
u tility 
ra te s . 
Instead, it blocks an in­ 
crease that would have 
resulted if the FPC had 
followed 
the 
industry’s 
urging to let power com­ 
panies include in their 
rates the cost of power 
plants still under construc­ 
tion. 


The commission permit­ 
ted electric utilities to 
charge consumers for the 


costs of facilities that are 
being built to reduce en­ 
vironmental pollution or to 
convert oil or natural gas- 
burning power plants to 
other fuels, primarily coal. 


The com m ission e s ­ 
tim a te d 
th a t 
th is 
allowance would increase 
wholesale electric rates 
about 1 or 2 per cent in the 
next few years. 


‘ Consumers 
eventually 
pay for new facilities in 


their electric rates but 
only after the facilities are 
completed and in service 
A citizens group called 
Environm ental 
Action 
Foundation estimated last 
March that the utilities’ 
proposal 
would 
increase 
electric utility rates al­ 
most 15 per cent, at a cost 
of some $8 billion per year 
to consumers, or about $42 
a year increase in the 
a v e r a g e 
r e s i d e n t i a l 
electric bill through the 


1970s 
The FPC did not es­ 
timate the potential costs 
of the utilities’ proposal. 
The Edison Electric In­ 
stitute, an industry group, 
expressed disappointment 
at the FPC’s decision. 
The institute’s president, 
Don Crawford, issued a 
statem ent noting that 
despite improvement in 
the finances of electric 
utilities, 
“ much 
m ore 
progress is needed to 


restore their full financial 
health.” 
The FPC decision opened 
the door for individual 
utilities to secure permis­ 
sion to charge customers 
for ma jor construction still 
in progress, but only if the 
company could prove that 
it is “ in severe financial 
stress.” 
The FPC said It would 
consider such hardship 
situations on a case-by- 
case basis.

$6 billion welfare

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
More than $6 billion could 
be saved each year by 
simplifying and cutting 
down the forms used by

The com m ission said 
much of the savings would 
occur through the reduc­ 
tion of fraud and by reduc­ 
ing overpaym ents. R e­ 
duced administrative costs 
also would account for a 
large chunk of the project­ 
ed savings. 
The commission made 
the projection as it an­ 
nounced it had reached an 
agreement with the New 
York State Department of 
Social Services to pursue 
such an approach 
The 
agreement does not mean

High turkey production 


will cut holiday costs 


CHICAGO (AP) - Main 
courses for Bicentennial 
Thanksgiving dinners will 
be the most plentiful ever 
and will cost less than in 
recent years, turkey and 
meat industry spokesmen 
say. 
Turkey production is at 
an all-time high — 138 
million gobblers raised for 
co nsumpt ion in 1976. 
“ We’ll see a lot of 49 cents- 
a-pound 
f e a t u r e s for 
Thanksgiving,” says Roy 
M u n s o n , 
e x e c u t i v e 
secretary of the Minnesota 
T u r k e y G r o w e r s A s­ 
sociation. 
That price, he said, Is 
down a dime a pound from 
last year and nearly 25 
cents lower than in 1973. 
If holiday chefs prefer a 
roast, the 1976 record cat­ 
tle slaughter of an es­ 
timated 42.5 million head 
als o h a s r e s u l t e d in 
relatively low beef prices. 
“The consumer’s the one 
who benelits all the way 
around,” Howard Madsen, 
director of economics and 
statistics for the American 
Meat Institute, said in an 
interview Monday. 
He said the red meat in­ 
dustry normally loses 
some business during the 
holiday season, since more 
than 60 per cent of all 
turkeys are sold during 
that period. 
But this fall, he said, 
“ turkeys will be an excep­ 
tionally good buy because 
of their overproduction. 
That means they may hurt 
beef sales even more than 
usual.”

Record reviews: Some cuts a cut above the rest

Fali is the most active 
season for the recording in­ 
dustry. so we’ll try to keep 
up with several capsule 
record reviews; 
Rod Stewart (A Night on 
the Town): This is Rod 
Stewart’s finest album, 
even though there may 
seem to be a number or 
two borrowed (listen to 
“ The Killing of Georgie” 
and then Lou Reed's “ Walk 
on the W ild Sid e ” ). 


Nevertheless, there is a 
cohesiveness of lyric and 
mood rarely achieved on a 
pop record, and Stewart's 
singular voice is an expres­ 
sive vehicle. Standout 
cuts: 
“ Tonight’s The 
N ig h t,” 
and 
Cat 
Stevens’ “ The First Cut Is 
The Deepest,” 
Roxy Music (Viva). A 
final effort? Roxy’s ap­ 
parently broken up, at 
least temporarily, so this 
live set will have to do for 


now, and it does quite nice­ 
ly Though you might want 
to check out the original 
versions of a number of 
selections 
represented 
here, “ Do The Strand” 
really rocks out, and “ In 
Every Dream Home A 
Heartache" really spaces 
out. What more could you 
want? 
Harold Melvin and the 
Bluenotes (Greatest Hits): 
You can’t go wrong with 
this collection. Though 


their “ To Be True” album 
is still the best, “ Greatest 
Hits" is just that — every­ 
thing you’ve heard on rad­ 
io from this group during 
the last two years. Now 
that supershouter Teddy 
Pendergrass is off on his 
own. this might be the last 
chance to catch the origi­ 
nal line-up on vinyl. It’s a 
bargain. 
Dr. Buzzard's Original 
Savannah Band : This is the 
best deco-disco record 


we’ve heard, light years 
funkier than Manhattan 
Transfer, and plenty 
smarter than most disco 
groups lumped together. 
W ell produced, w ell 
arranged, well well. 
George Gershwin Plays 
Rhapsody in Blue, Michael 
Tilson-Thomas and the 
Columbia Jazz Band. 
Gershwin plays with young 
Tilson-Thomas? You see, 
they ingeniously edited 
Gershwin’s playing on an 


original 1925 piano roll 
with Tilson-Thomas’ snap­ 
py modem arrangement of 
this American Classic*jazz 
piece. The result is a 
delight. Flip side, “ An 
American in Paris.” If you 
haven’t discovered the 
great treasure that was 
George Gershwin, this is a 
good place to start. 
Fania All Stars (Delicate 
and Jumpy): This too is a 
good place to start if 
you’re not acquainted with 


the Salsa sound so popular 
now in many cities with a 
Hispanic population 
But 
Salsa music is great listen 
ing for everybody, and 
terrific dance music too 
Standout juts. “ Desafio, 
and a hot “ You ve Lost 
That Lovin’ Feeling.”

SAL season comes to head 


Wayne Fetters 
retires as coach 
Wayne Fetters, personable varsity 
football coach of the Charter Oak 
High Lancers for the past 10 years, 
has decided to end his 20-year 
coaching career after the current 
grid season 
“I think 20 years of coaching is 
enough, ' said Fetters, who will 
devote full-time attention to teaching 
U.S. history 
Fetters’ most successful year as 
coach of the Lancers came in 1971. 
when his squad won the Montview 
League title with a perfect 7-0 record 
and finished the year with a 9-2 
mark. 
His defense, ranked first in the 
valley that year, posted five 
shutouts. Fetters was named Coach 
of the Year by the Progress Bulletin 
that year and was selected to coach 
the East in the San Gabriel Valley 
All-Star game the following summer. 
Fetters' 13 years as a head football 
coach netted a 65-63-4 record, with 
one game yet to play. His final game 
as a coach will be played tonight at 
Nogales High, when the Lancers 
visit the Nobles at 7 30 p.m 
He coached two years at Pomona 
Catholic, now Damien High, before 
moving to Charter Oak. and coached 
in Oklahoma for five years before 
that

The San Antonio League football 
season comes to a head tonight when 
six of the league s eight varsity 
teams square off at 7:30 p.m. 
Tonight’s action may or may not 
determine the league championship 
in a season complicated by an earlier 
postponement of the game between 
Damien and Garev, the SAL’s co- 
leaders. 
Damien will host Claremont and 
Garey will entertain Pomona at 
Bonita High in games that have bear 
ing on the title chase. Tonight’s third 
game will find Montclair at Chino. 
The Spartans and Vikings both took 
3-0 league records into their meeting 
at Damien three weeks ago. But that 
contest, which was supposed to give 
one of the teams sole possession of 
first place, was halted when the 
lights went out under a driving rain 
early in the fourth quarter. 
When darkness hit, the Vikings had 
a 12-10 lead and possession of the ball 
on the Damien 48-yard line with 11:4« 
left to play. 
It was agreed afterwards by of­ 
ficials of the two schools that the 
game would be made up from that 
point only if necessary. 
“If necessary” means if the out­ 
come of the game would have a bear­ 
ing on the league championship or on 
the order of finish of the top three 
teams, those eligible for CIF playoff 
berths. 
Damien and Garey also agreed 
that, if they were tied for the league 
lead at the conclusion of the regular 
season, they would reign as co­ 
champions rather than complete 
their postponed game to determine a 
lone titlist 
It was thought that there was no 
sense risking injury and physical or 
emotional exhaustion in a climactic 
quarter of football, since as co­ 
champions both teams would receive 
home games in the opening round of 
the playoffs, according to the CIF of­ 
fice. 


The contest could well be an aerial 
affair, since Marconi is tops in the 
league in touchdowns by passing 
with nine and Pruitt is second with 
eight. Claremont’s Dave Bosson has 
caught 13 passes for 249 yards and 
four touchdowns. Warhurst has 14 
receptions for 147 yards and one TD 
and Damien's Tom Lopez has 21 
catches for 232 yards and three 
scores. 
Garey will use its speedy defense 
to try to beat Pomona for the first 
time. The Vikes have allowed just 25 
points in their five league wins and 
have given up more no more than one 
touchdown in any game since their 
season opener against Royal 
Quarterback A1 Clay (871 yards 
passing and eight touchdowns) has 
two favorite targets: Chris Davis (18 
catches for 249 yards and three TDs i 
and David Forte (17 catches for 272 
yards and three TDs). Ralph Dixon 
<410 yards) and Elijah Turner (309) 
lead Garey’s rushers. 
Pomona, trying to avoid a winless 
year, will rely on the passing of 
Kevin Johnson (716 yards), the 
receiving of Lewis Cole (21 catches, 
232 yards) and the running of 
tailback John Bullock (212 yards).

Playoff time is upon us in full force 
m the CIF Southern Section The 
eight-man football playoff touma 
ment begins Friday (with no local 
E 
arns involved) with 11-man foot 
ill. water polo, boys' and girls 
irons country and girls' volleyball 
gnd tennis all reaching the playoff 
stage within the next two or three 
weeks 


The regular football season will 
end Saturday and the CIF Football 
Playoff Committee will determine 
pairings for the 4A, 3A, 2A and 1A 
divisions Sunday 
The upper three divisions will have 
32-team playoff fields and 16 1A 
teams will be selected. Dates for IA 
playoffs are Nov. 19 and 26 and Dec 
3 and 10; for the other three das 
si flea turns the dates are Nov 19 and 
26 and Dec 3, 10 and 17. 
In the top three divisions, each 
league is guaranteed two represen­ 
tatives in the playoffs but no league 
iwill receive more than three berths, 
Since there are 11 4A leagues, every 
league but one will send three teams 
to the playoffs and the remaining 
league will send two 
The JA and 2A divisions have 12 
leagues each, meaning that eight 
leagues will get three berths and the 
remaining four will get two 
in the 1A classification, each of the 
eight leagues will be guaranteed one 
entry but it is not necessarily true 
that each league will get two berths 
The Olympic League for example 
traditionally a tough IA football loop, 
may send three teams to the playoffs 
as it did last year. 
The CIF Football Playoff Commit 
tee has an established procedure for 
deciding which of the 4A, 3A and 2A 
Imgitirff get a third team and which 
don't. 
F irst, aay league with tri- 
champions is extended three berths 
»econd. any league with a second 
place tie is given three berths and 
finally, any remaining berths are 
given to third-place teams that the 
committee judges the itm g n s 


So, since the Spartans and Vikings 
still share the lead with 5-0 records, 
they will share the title if both win 
tonight. If one or both of them lose, 
however, things are more com­ 
plicated. 
If one loses and the other wins, the 
final 11:48 of their postponed game 
will be completed at Damien Satur­ 
day at 10 a m Admission will be 
free, since no one took the time to 
distribute or ask for rain checks in 
that torrential downpour three 
weeks ago. 
The game will be made up in that 
case because the team that loses 
(hypothetically) tonight would have 
a chance for a co-championship with 
a win in the shortened contest Satur­ 
day morning. 
If both teams lose tonight, they 
will have to wait for the results of 
Friday’s Ganesha-Upland game to 
see whether Saturday s game will be 
necessary. If Ganesha loses too. the 
leaders would not have to play Satur­ 
day. since they would be co-champs 
with 5-1 league* records and Ganesha
